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INTRODUCTION

Revolutionary Girl Utena (Shoujo 
Kakumei Utena) is an enormously popular 
shoujo-style anime from the studio that 
created. It started in Japan as a manga 
written and illustrated by Chiho Saito. The 
success of the original manga lead to the 
first anime series, and later, to the movie 
The Adolescence of Utena. Videotape and 
DVD versions of Revolutionary Girl Utena 
were released in the United States and 
Canada by Software Sculptors and Enoki 
Films. This book covers the second season. 
Revolutionary Girl Utena: The Rose Collection 
and Revolutionary Girl Utena: Apocalypse 
are the subjects of other fan guides from 
Guardians of Order. 
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A popular motif that appears in 
shoujo and overwhelmingly in both the 
Utena manga and anime is that of flowers. 
Flowers tell the mood of the scene, 
identify the heroine, and expresses how 
one character feels about another. The 
roses of Revolutionary Girl Utena are a bold 
and sensual allegory of Utena moving from 


a childhood to adulthood.

Once a week, Anthy leaves Utena to visit her 
brother, Akio. Utena meets Akio’s fiancée, Kanae, 
who seems like a nice girl. Unfortunately, Kanae 
hides a secret: she hates Anthy. Souji Mikage uses this 
hate to turn Kanae into his first Black Rose Duellist, 
to fight Utena for possession of the Rose Bride. 


Deep Underground, a display 
case holds a black rose in a pool of 
water. A youth leans over to pluck it. 
Another, older, boy joins the first. 


“Even deep underground, 
where the sun cannot reach, the 
rose still blooms nicely,” the elder 
boy, Souji Mikage, says. 

“That is because the black 
rose absorbs the darkness itself,” 
answers the other, Mamiya. 


In aroom at the top of a tower, 
Anthy bids someone goodbye and 
steps into the elevator. 


Utena walks into her empty 
dormitory building and greets 
Chu-Chu. She opens the door to 
the dormitory room they share and 
finds Anthy missing. Utena is not 
surprised. She rarely sees Anthy on 
Saturday nights. Utena asks Chu- 
Chu if he knows anything about 
Anthy’s sojourns. Chu-Chu falls out 
the window. 

Anthy enters, claiming 
schoolwork and her weekly visit to 
her Big Brother. 


The next week, Anthy takes 
Utena to visit her big brother. They 
ascend to the Planetarium of the 
Chairman’s Home, situated at the 
apex of the Central Tower of Ohtori 
Academy. As they exit the elevator, 
Utena sees two people in the 
embrace of love. Before Utena can 
flee, dragging Anthy with her, one of 
the two lovers ends the embrace and 
pleasantly greets the girls. 


Minutes later, Utena and Anthy 
sit on a couch. Utena is terribly 
embarrassed at walking in on the 
two. Anthy is strangely passive. 

The two lovers are Akio and 
Kanae. Akio, Anthy’s brother, is 
a college student and the school’s 
acting chairman. Kanae is Akios 
fiancée. Kanae’s father is the real 
Chairman of Ohtori Academy, but 
he is... mysteriously absent. The two 
will wed once Kanae graduates from 
Ohtori Academy at the end of the 
current school year. 


Akio gazes at the enormous 
Planetarium projector. He has a 
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certain fondness for stargazing — 
an obsession, really. The students 
at the academy, he believes, have 
a love of learning and never fight. 
Kanae knows nothing bad ever 
happens at the academy. It truly is a 
wonderful place. 


Mamiya picks the black rose. 


Utena and Anthy stand to 
leave, their visit over. As they enter 
the elevator, Kanae stops them 
and begs Anthy to call her “sister.” 
Anthy smiles disturbingly and 
says nothing. 


Elsewhere, a young man sits 
in a private office. Mikage is the 
high school genius who sponsors 
the Mikage Seminar — alias, the 
Circle of the Black Rose. Rumours 
claim even high-level government 
officials belong to the Circle. The 
Circle of the Black Rose knows all, 
especially about the inner workings 
of Ohtori Academy. 


Now, two professors offer 
Mikage gifts for his work. Mikage 
does not wish material rewards 
— instead he wants to ask a 
favour some day. The professors 
bow and leave. 


Minutes later, Miki stands 
before Mikage’s desk. The two go 
sit in a nearby lounge and talk. 
Mikage offers Miki admission to 
the “Mikage Seminar,” but Miki 
turns it down, claiming to be 
unworthy. Mikage counters that a 
great mind like Miki’s would make 
a fine addition but Miki insists on 
declining, although he promises 
to inform Mikage if he changes 
his mind. 


On the walk home from the 
visit with Akio and Kanae, Anthy 
thanks Utena for not telling her 
brother about Anthy being the 
Rose Bride. Anthy does not want to 
concern Akio. Utena agrees to keep 
Anthy’s secret and thinks Kanae is 
a nice girl. Kanae absolutely cannot 
involve herself in the Rose Bride, 
Duels and the End of the World, 
Utena says. 


They run into Miki, and tell 
him about meeting with Akio 
and Kanae. Miki has discovered 
something disturbing in the 
reference room. Many years ago, 
100 boys burned alive in Nemuro 
Memorial Hall! Can they believe it?

In a room lined with 100 pairs 
of shoes, Mikage tells Mamiya 
he deserves to be the Rose Bride. 
Mamiya suggests the Rose Groom 
would be more appropriate but 
Mikage prefers Bride. He swears to 
make Mamiya the true Rose Bride. 
Together they will gain the Power 
of Dios. 


“Even End of the World 
recognises our potential...” Mikage 
says. 


They must defeat Utena, take 
Anthy as the Rose Bride — and then 
kill Anthy. Mamiya, holding the 
black rose, agrees. For this plan to 
succeed, they need strong Duellists. 


Kanae walks into the Nemuro 
Building. She rings a bell and asks 
about her interview, then following 
the signs to the Interview Room, 
Kanae passes through the door and 
into the elevator beyond. 


Kanae confesses her sins to 
the window in the elevator as it 
descends into the basement. Next 
spring, as soon as she graduates, 
Kanae plans to marry the man 
her father selected for her. Akio, 
her fiancé, is very good to her. She 


will do anything for him. Almost 
anything. 


The exception concerns Akio’s 
his sister Anthy. No matter what 
Kanae does, she does not like Anthy. 
Once, Kanae offered Anthy her best 
scarf, and Anthy cleaned her glasses 
with it. Kanae protested, but Anthy 
merely turned and smiled at Kanae 
with cold, dead eyes. Her father fell 
ill because Anthy visits so often. 
Kanae does not have the confidence 
to smile anymore. She has tried to 
like Anthy but her efforts have been 
futile. 


The elevator stops. Mikage 
tells Kanae her only choice is to 
Revolutionise the World. “The path 
you must take has been prepared 
for you.” 


Kanae enters the room with 
the tombs and shoes — hallowed 
ground, a holy place where 100 
Duellists sleep. A coffin opens and 
Mikage removes a Black Rose ring: a 
crest of a dead Duellist. Kanae turns 
to run but Mamiya’s Black Rose has 
chosen her. 


“This is your new heart,” 
Mamiya says. 
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“I give the rose that blooms 
at the end of the world to you!” 
Mikage says. 

Mamiya stabs Kanae with the 
rose. She screams. Mikage slides the 
Black Rose Crest on Kanae’s finger. 


Utena walks through the 
school halls with Wakaba, who 
wonders if anything exciting ever 
happens in the school . Utena opens 
her locker. Inside hangs a Duelling 
invitation. 


As Utena steps onto the 
Duelling platform at sunset, she 
stops, stunned. Desks fill the 
Duelling Arena. A vase tops each 
desk and holds a single lily. Red 
figures cover the floor. Kanae 
stands among the desks, holding 
a sword and dressed in a modified 
Student Council uniform. 


“Upon the Black Rose I swear I 
shall win this duel. And then kill the 
Rose Bride!” Kanae yells. Her eyes 
are flat and dead. 


Having no choice, Utena 
draws the Sword of Dios from 
Anthy. The two girls fight among 


the desks. Utena channels the 
Power of Dios and swiftly wins. The 
bells toll. The desks move to the far 
corners of the arena. 


Kanae yells in rage. The Black 
Rose Crest breaks. Kanae’s sword 
disappears. 


Kanae falls unconscious onto 
one of the red shadows on the floor. 


In the basement beneath the 
Nemuro Building, a coffin falls into 
the flames. Kanae had no chance 
of beating Utena. An interesting 
experiment on Mikage’s part, but 
she had no chance to win. 


Back at home, Anthy leaves to 
visit her brother. Utena asks after 
Kanae. She wonders why Kanae 
cannot remember the duel. Anthy 
absolves Utena of guilt. 


Chu-Chu does not accompany 
Anthy. He’s afraid. 


In the Planetarium, Anthy 
approaches Akio. She takes off her 
glasses and sets them on a nearby 
table. Akio beckons Anthy over, 
asking her if she missed him. The 
Planetarium lights. 
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Miki and Kozue are twins, but they are nothing 
alike. Kozue wants to possess Miki, heart and soul. 
When he gives his heart to Anthy, Kozue flies into 
rage. Mikage gives her the tool for her anger: a Black 
Rose Crest and a chance to revolutionise the world. 


Miki walks toward the Music 
Room. On the way, he spies his 
sister flirting with some other boy. 
He stops. 

Kozue, likewise, sees Miki. 
The unnamed boy asks Kozue if 
something is wrong. Kozue shakes 
her head, dismissing the idea. 

Miki walks away. 

Kozue watches the music 
teacher approach Miki with burning 
jealousy. The teacher wishes Miki 
well, and speaks with his pupil in 
private. They talk. Miki listens, 
nods, and laughs while Kozue 
seethes. 


Later, at the Kiryuu home, 
Touga sits in a chair, listening to 
the same record repeatedly. Nanami 
pleads with him to eat. Touga is still. 
Nanami leaves the room, closes the 
door, leans against it, and sighs. 


Nanami is crushed by Touga’s 
depression. She resolves to do 
what she must to cure him. For her 
brother, she will take care of the 
Student Council. 


In the basement of the Nemuro 
Building, Mikage and Mamiya lean 
over the case holding a Black Rose. 
“The swords strong enough to defeat 
Utena Tenjou may have crystallised 
inside of their hearts,” Mikage says, 
alluding to the Student Council. Yet, 
they sit, defeated. Few are able to 
tap the power of their own hearts 
— especially young people. Mikage 
will entrust the power of their hearts 
to others. The fusion will result in 
strong Duellists — Duellists strong 
enough to defeat Utena Tenjou. 


Mimiya points out that drawing 
the swords will require people who 
have a hold on the hearts of the 
Student Council members. 


Kozue sits at the side of the 
school pool. Her friends beckon, 
and tease her about her newest 
boyfriend. Kozue shrugs. She did not 
change boyfriends; she just added 
a new one. Her friends writhe in 


jealousy and express their desire to 


meet Kazue’s smart, handsome twin 
brother. Kozue complains bitterly to 
the girls about the girl Miki likes. 
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Miki mentally and emotionally 
prepares to knock on the door of 
Utena’s dorm but then stops, unable 
to do it. He sighs. 


As Miki dithers, Utena strolls 
up behind him, starling him. Miki 
claims to have been passing by with 
no ulterior motive but Utena ushers 
him into the room. Miki stutters 
out his innocence. Anthy greets him 
with a smile. 


A few minutes later, Miki, 
Anthy, and Utena sit and eat lunch. 
Miki is terribly flustered. He finally 
asks Anthy to play the piano with 
him and asks permission to introduce 
Anthy to his music teacher. 


Elsewhere, the music teacher 
trips and falls down a long, winding 
set of stairs, spilling sheets of music 
everywhere. Did he fall or was he 
pushed? Kozue stands smugly at the 
top of the stairs. 


Jury tells Kozue that she heard 
rumours about a teacher who fell 
down the stairs. It was no accident. 
Someone pushed him. The victim 
himself was unsure until last night 
when he received a threatening 
phone call. Next time, the accident 


would be much worse. Kozue is 
impressed. Jury knows everything 
— almost. Jury doesn’t know that 
Kozue is the person who pushed the 
teacher. Kozue resents anyone who 
hurts her brother, at least anyone 
who is not Kozue. 


That night, Kozue and Miki sit 
at home. Miki carries a tray into the 
bedroom bearing two milk shakes. 
He offers one to his sister. Kozue 
refuses. She has to watch her figure, 
after all. Miki drinks his. 


The next day, in the music 
room, Miki plays the Sunlit Garden 
side-by-side with Anthy. Utena 
listens for a bit and then spots 
Kozue, watching from the wings. 
Utena introduces herself, and 
comments on how Kozue and Miki 
are so alike. 


“Miki and I are nothing alike,” 
Kozue spits. 


Kozue asks after Anthy. Utena 
offers to introduce them, but 
Kozue’s eyes grow dark with anger. 


The remnants of the Student 
Council meet. Nanami assumes 
Touga’s seat. No one objects. 
Strangely, the Student Council has 
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not received any letters from End of 
the World lately. Perhaps End of the 
World abandoned them? 


In the Planetarium, Utena sits 
alone with Akio and tells him about 
Miki’s attraction to Anthy. Like any 
loyal brother, Akio worries about 
his sister but he takes comfort in 
his sister’s happiness, especially if 
Anthy makes friends with nice girls 
like Utena. Akio hands Utena a small 
photographic slide of the moon. 
“You normally don’t think about it 
and it doesn’t serve any purpose,” 
Akio says, “but still, from time to 
time, you look up at it. And it makes 
you feel better.” 


In the music room, Anthy 
stands up Miki on their practice 
date. Although Miki is punctual 
down to the second, Anthy is not 
and Miki waits, and waits, and waits. 
Kozue finds Miki asleep, head down 
on his arms on the keyboard. Kozue 
flashes back to the Sunlit Garden. 
She places her hand on Miki’s head 
tenderly. For one moment, Kozue 
truly loves her brother. 


Anthy opens the door, breaking 
the moment. Furious, Kozue accuses 


Anthy of spying on Kozue and Miki, 
demanding to know if Anthy has 
anything to say. 

“Say something?” Anthy asks. 


With the yelling, Miki wakes. 
Anthy stopped by the greenhouse, 
she explains. Something about 
the roses came up. Miki shrugs in 
acceptance of Anthy’s ways. Kozue 
spits in fury at how Anthy treats her 
brother. 


Kozue goes to her interview at 
the Nemuro Building and rides the 
elevator. 


Miki has always been good to 
her, Kozue explains. Yet, when she is 
disgraced, it hurts Miki terribly. She 
is all he will think about. Therefore, 
Kozue intentionally dates boys 
he will dislike. She intentionally 
dishonours herself. But, Miki’s heart 
is going toward Anthy and away 
from her. Kozue cannot stand Miki’s 
heart going to another girl. Miki’s 
heart is hers. 


Her only choice is to 
Revolutionise the World. 


In the Music Room, someone 
plays. Miki walks in and stops, 
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surprised. Kozue sits at the 
keyboard playing the Sunlit Garden. 
Miki approaches. “Kozue...” 


Kozue stops playing and rises. 
Her eyes are flat and dead. Her 
hand bears the Black Rose Seal. 
She lays her hand on Miki'’s face 
in a gesture of intense tenderness. 
Kozue leans forward to kiss him, 
and Miki jerks away in disgust. 
Kozue flashes her crest. 


Miki gasps in disgust at the 
Black Rose Seal and clutches his 
chest. He leans back, wailing in 
pain. His sword, the foil, bursts 
from his chest. 


Everyone clusters around the 
schedule for finals. Utena spots 
a Duelling invitation hanging on 
the wall. 


Utena walks to the Duelling 
Arena at sunset. Kozue stands, 
waiting. The desks each hold a 
single milkshake. 


Kozue falls into Miki’s battle 
stance. The two girls fight. Utena 
tries to snap Kozue out of her 
trance, but Kozue only yells that 
Anthy must die. 


While Kazue rants about the 
end of existence, Anthy seems 
unmoved and calmly drinks a 


milk shake. 


Kozue disarms Utena with 
Miki's skill. Kozue makes a pass. 
Utena narrowly avoids it and pulls 
the Sword of Dios from Anthy’s 
chest. Anthy blesses the Sword 
of Dios, and the Power of Dios 
possesses Utena. Utena, fully armed, 
defeats Kozue. Kozue collapses 
unconscious to the floor. 


“All for her brother...” Utena 
says. 

After the duel, Miki wakes on 
the floor of the Music Room and 
calls weakly for Kozue. 


The coffin representing Kozue 
falls into the flames beneath the 
Nemuro Building. 


Miki asks Kozue about the 
Black Rose Crest, but she does not 
remember a thing. Kozue believes 
she fainted from anaemia. Miki 
tends to his sister, and Kozue 
requests a milkshake. 


Utena gazes at the moon while 
Anthy visits Akio. 
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Cpisope 16: Cowset of Happiness 


When Jury arrives at Nanamis party wearing 
highly fashionable jewellery, Nanami dons... a 
cowbell? The cowbell has magical properties — 
anyone who wears it will slowly transform into a 
cow. Only cows wear cowbells but Nanami would 
rather be the talk of the school and a cow than be 


human and unpopular! 


Anthy watches an ad for 
very fashionable and luxurious 
jewellery designer, Sebastian 
Dior on late night television, 
fascinated by the elegance and 
beauty of the jewellery. Anthy 
accidentally wakes Utena, who 
asks her not to stay up too late. 


The next night Nanami 
throws an exclusive party at the 
Kiryuu mansion. All the rich 
students attend, and Nanami 
glows in her fashionable 
designer gown. Her three 
minions worship her with 
phrases of adulation. “. Nanami 
dismisses their praise. This 
gown is merely a gift from her 
uncle. The minions admire her 
ring — and her shoes, and her 
earrings. Nanami just scoffs. 


The party celebrates 
the crown jewel of Nanami's 


jewellery collection — a 20- 
carat diamond pendant. Once 
her guests see it, Nanami is 
convinced the whole room will 
be in awe. 


Then Jury strolls in, 
showing off a sparkling designer 
necklace, a one of a kind original 
from Soliya Rich the luxury 
designer brand. Jury did a little 
modelling for one of the Soliya 
Rich designers who gave Jury the 
necklace as a gift. Nanami, in a 
fit of jealous rage, destroys her 
20-carat diamond pendant. 


Jury asks Nanami why she 
spontaneously threw a party. 
Miki wants to know, too. Just 
as Nanami starts concocting 
a well-crafted lie, a shining, 
golden chest arrives, couched 
on a silk pillow. The logo on 
the top of the chest is clearly 
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Sebastian Dior — the most 
luxurious brand used by the 
British Family! 

The gift is Nanami’s savoir 
— and her way to bloody Jury’s 
nose. “The reason I invited 
you here today is to show you 
the collection I just received!” 
Nanami announces. 


As the crowd stands 
watching, breathless, Nanami 
opens the chest to discover a 
shining gold cowbell. Nanami 
dons it, then poses proudly. The 
crowd is taken aback but no 
one argues because it is, after 
all, a Sebastion Dior cowbell. 
Nanami interprets their silence 
as praise. The next day, Nanami 
wears her Student Council 
uniform with cowbell to school. 
Utena whispers to Miki that 
the cowbell is weird, pointing 
out that cowbells are for cows. 
Nanami's schoolmates are 
unable to convey this point to 
the fashion-struck young girl. 


The school councillor 
demands to know what Nanami 
is wearing around her neck. 
“Nanami cheerfully proclaims 
it to be a designer cowbell. 
Oblivious to the councillor’ 
reaction, Nanami wanders off, 
admiring the day. 


Utena decides to wait 
until Nanami figures it out for 


herself. 


Nanami plays tennis with 
the cowbell, her confidence 
bolstered by the ornate 
jewellery. Nanami has her 
portrait painted while wearing 
the cowbell. She arranges 
flowers, and eats alone in the 
school cafeteria — all while 
contentedly wearing the 
cowbell. 


Mitsuru offers Nanami 
a service of tea. He asks if the 
cowbell is a little heavy, and 
adds that the cowbell is, in his 
elementary school kid opinion, 
totally weird. Nanami dismisses 
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him. Mitsuru is too young to 
have an adult’s fashion sense. 


Utena backs up Mitsuru, 
arguing that regardless of the 
brand, a cow bell is a very 
unusual choice of adornment. 
Before Utena can get any 
further, Suzuki, Yamada and 
Tanaka muzzle Utena. Nanami 
laughs in derision and calls 
Utena a boy-girl. Nanami 
criticises Utena’s uniform 
— it’s very weird as well. Utena 
is in no position to criticise 
Nanami’s fashion sense. 

That night, Nanami has 
a strange, possibly prophetic 
dream. She dreams of waking in 
a barn to discover her shadow is 
that of a cow. In the dream, her 
brother Touga offers her a meal, 
her final meal. After feeding 
Nanami hay for breakfast, 
Dream Touga imprisons her in 
a cage, bidding Nanami farewell 
as she is carried off for slaughter. 
Nanami wakes from the dream 
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in a start, and ponders the 
significance of the dream. 


While Girls gossip about 
Nanami’s cowbell behind her 
back, Nanami begins to adopt 
the characteristics of a cow. 
She hauls heavy weights while 
wearing a cow patterned outfit 
and mooing. Later, she stands 
in line placidly. 

Nanami sits beneath a tree 
and eats, and eats, and eats. 
Mitsuru criticises Nanami. 
“It’s my choice if I want to eat 
moooooore.” Nanami insists. 
She refuses to go to class. She 
will sit here on the grass, eat 
and take a nap. 


“People who just eat 
and sleep turn into cows, you 
know!” Mitsuru yells. 


As the day goes by, Nanami 
adopts more cow-related 
accessories and her behaviour 
becomes increasingly cow-like, 
a fact that is commented on 
by her schoolmates, although 
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the significance of the changes 
appears to elude them. 


In Utena’s room, Anthy 
snoozes. Anthy wakes by a 
knock on the door. It is Mitsuru, 
and he is out of breath. He 
needs their help with Nanami. 


Utena, Anthy, and Mitsuru 
run to the park where they find 
Nanami on all fours, grazing 
like a cow. 


Utena orders Nanami 
to remove the cowbell now! 
Nanami demands they leave 
her alone. 


Utena argues with 
Nanami, stressing the fact that 
the jewellery is a bell for cows, 
not people, urging Nanami to 
look around her. Nanami is 
surrounded by cows and her 
minions,Suzuki, Yamada and 
Tanaka are wearing cow suits. 


Utena points out the truth: 
the bell is Cow-stian Dior, not 
Sebastian Dior. It is turning 
Nanami into a cow. 


Anthy finally finishes 
knitting a red sweater. She 
hands it to Utena and the red 
enrages Nanami, who morphs 
into a cow. Nanami charges the 
red sweater! 


To restore Nanami to her 
true shape, Utena has to get the 
cowbell from around Nanami’s 
neck somehow. Mitsuru tosses 
a pitchfork to Utena, who uses 
it to deftly flip the enchanted 
cowbell from around Nanami’s 
neck. Nanami collapses, 
returned to her human form. 


“How pathetic. The final 
days of one possessed by brand 
names,’ Jury, bedecked in 
jewels, says. Miki wonders who 
sent Nanami the cowbell in the 
first place. 


Investigation reveals that the 
cowbell was intended for Anthy’s 
cow, Nanami. The mailman 
delivered it to the wrong person. 
A new nose ring is supposed to 
arrive any day now...

Years ago, Shiori betrayed Jury by running off 
with a boy. Now Shiori returns to Ohtori Academy 
and wants Jury’s forgiveness. When Jury is slow to 
forgive and long to remember, Shiori finds herself 
riding the elevator and facing her jealousy and 
hatred. It leads her to the Duelling Arena. 


In the Rose Garden, Jury gazes 
at her picture of Shiori, hidden in her 
locket. Believe in miracles and they will 
know your feelings. 

“You were so cruel. The miracle 
never happened.” 


“You must hate me for what 
I've done,” the voice of Shiori rings in 
Jury’s head. Jury does hate Shiori. 


Anthy looks on. 


Later, in the fencing practice 
room, Jury defeats her team 
members. Others watch and 
applaud — including Utena, who 
admires Jury's form. Jury easily 
defeats Miki, and she scolds him. 
Jury’s eyes go to the source of Miki’s 
distraction — Anthy, watching 
from the balcony. Jury stops short. 
Jury has no actual interest in 
Anthy. The person Jury actually 
spots on the balcony next to Anthy 
is Shiori. 

Utena and Anthy have never 
seen Shiori before. Utena squirms 
with curiosity. 


After the match, Jury sits in the 
locker room, while Utena and Anthy 
chat with Shiori. 


Shiori attended Ohtori until 
Middle School. She had to transfer 
for a while, but she returned. She 
started in the dorms just that day. 
Utena asks Shiori about Jury. Shiori 
explains that they grew up together. 
They were like sisters. “Jury was 
always so wonderful,” Shiori says. 
Strong and imposing, Jury always 
protected her. “Jury was my only 
true friend. But now... I don’t 
deserve a friend like that.” 


Utena presses the issue, but 
Shiori does not answer. 


At the Nemuro Building, 
Mamiya tends a black rose. He 
pricks his finger on a thorn, and 
draws a small drop of blood. 
Mikage accuses Mamiya of hurting 
himself on purpose. “We need the 
thorns from this rose, don’t we?” 
Mamiya says. 

With rose thorns more 
beautiful and more dangerous than 
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anything else, they will defeat Utena 
Tenjou. How will they harvest the 
thorns? The rose has a natural 
parasitic enemy. They will use the 
enemy's poison. 


Jury stands off alone, eyes 
staring a million miles into the 
distance, her hand over her 
pendant. 


The Student Council meets. 
They discuss Kozue pulling 
the sword from Miki, and the 
mysterious Black Rose Crest. A 
third party is clearly after the Rose 
Bride. Nanami dismisses the entire 
episode, but Miki thinks they face a 
threat they cannot ignore. Nanami 
demands to know how Kozue 
caught Miki so off guard. 


Nanami also asks Miki about 
the stopwatch, but Miki avoids that 
specific question. 


Nanami is curious. She wants 
to know what it felt like to have a 
sword pulled out of Miki's chest. She 
bets it hurt. Miki wants to know how 
to respond to this threat. He consults 
Jury, but she is off in the clouds. 


Jury goes down the elevator, 
looking at her picture of Shiori. She 


remembers what happened between 
Jury, Shiori, and the boy. 


Jury remembers running 
into Shiori in the courtyard. Shiori 
wanted to talk, but Jury turned away. 
Shiori asks her not to go. 


Later, they meet on a parapet of 
one of the towers. In the end, Shiori 
and the boy went their separate 
ways. Shiori cannot escape that she 
stole someone away that Jury loved. 
Shiori wants things to go back to 
how they were, before she betrayed 
Jury. Shiori wants to be friends 
again. They have so many happy 
memories, she and Jury. 


“Is that all you have to say to 
me? If so, then excuse me.” Jury 
turns, but before Jury can walk away, 
a bird runs into the glass door and 
hurts its wing. Jury stops and gazes 
down at the hurt bird. “I have no 
feelings for him at all,” Jury says 
flatly. Jury has no hard feelings for 
Shiori now. Or so she claims. 


“Then whose picture have 
you kept locked in your pendant?” 
Shiori asks. 


Jury does not answer. She just 
walks away. 
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Shiori contemplates the 
wounded bird. 


Jury meets Utena and Anthy at 
the bottom of the stairs. Utena asks 
after Shiori, and asks Jury to find 
forgiveness. Jury compares Utena to 
Shiori. “So cruelly innocent.” 


Jury then orders Utena to mind 
her own business and walks away. 


Later, in the Planetarium at 
the top of the Tower, Utena tells 
Akio about Jury. Akio calls Utena 
“Innocent and pure,” and warns 
Utena that, “Such innocence can 
hurt other people.” 


Jury showers. Believe in 
miracles. 


Mikage ponders poison and 
the thorns. 

Jury sits by the pond’s 
edge. After a long moment of 
contemplation, she stands, pulls 
off her pendant and throws it into 
the water. She still does not believe 
in miracles. 


Shiori walks to her dorm room. 
Some girls gossip down the hall. 
Shiori pushes the door open and 
notices a strange breeze. Somehow, 


the window of her room has opened 
a crack. As Shiori reaches to close the 
window, she knocks over a vase of 
roses and finds Jury’s pendant, still 
wet from its sojourn to the bottom 
of the pond. 


Moments later in the 
Nemuro Building, Shiori sits in the 
interview hall, where she gives a 
self-contradictory account of her 
relationship with Jury. 


Shiori hated Jury since they 
were children. Jury is talented, 
beautiful, and popular. Shiori was 
intensely jealous. She wanted to rob 
Jury of something precious. 


No, that’s not it. Jury was 
always so kind. Jury was just being 
cruel! Being kind out of sympathy! 
It seems so pathetic! Yet, what Shiori 
did with the boy made Shiori feel 
even more pathetic than before! 


Now they are equal. No, Shiori 
has beaten Jury. She’s the one who 
has been in Jury’s heart! “I can just 
see her, alone and miserable, looking 
at my picture!” 


Shiori’s testimony ends with 
Shiori in hysterics, lamenting how 
matters are between her and Jury. 
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Mikage offers what he claims 
is the only solution, revolutionising 
the world. 


Jury practices in the fencing 
room. Shiori approaches and holds 
up the pendant. 


“Then you saw... inside?” Jury 
asks. 


“If you'd asked, Jury,” Shiori 
says, “I would have given you a nicer 
picture. I always thought you were 
so strong, and yet now you seem 
so weak.” 


Shiori pulls the sword from 
Jury’s chest. 


Another invitation hangs in 
Utena’s locker. 


At sunset, Utena enters the 
Duelling Arena. The arena is full 
of desks with birds on perches 
— identical to the bird that ran into 
the glass window. Shiori stands with 
Jury’s sword. 


“I found myself.” Shiori says. 
“The real me. Not the pathetic 
loser who cowered in the shadow of 
Jury’s brilliance.” 


Utena pulls the Sword of 
Dios. Utena and Shiori fight. 
Shiori fights with Jury’s moves and 
some of the skill, while spitting 
invectives. Utena summons the 
Power of Dios and ends the fight 
swiftly and mercifully. 


Shiori screams and collapses 
into a red outline. 


Another coffin falls into 
the fire. “Another failure, but the 
parasites venom is effective,” 
Mikage says. 

Jury wakes and gets off the 
floor of the practice room. By her 
hand lies her pendant. 


The next day, Shiori’s friends 
want to know why she dumped her 
old boyfriend... 


Utena thinks the ordeal 
changed Shiori for the better. 


“No,” Anthy says. “Shiori has 
not changed. Not at heart.” 


Shiori passes Jury on the path 
to school and just walks on. 


Jury wonders why she cannot 
be stronger. 
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Mitsuru cannot wait to be an adult, convinced 
that if only he was older, Nanami would love him. 
Mitsuru the little kid is not worthy of Nanami’s 
consideration. He looks for the answer in friends, 
books, movies, and even in Mikage’s elevator in the 
Nemuro Building. With Nanami'’s blades, he faces 
Utena in the Duelling Arena. 


The Student Council meets. 


“Somewhere, in some secret 
place, new Duellists are taking 
action.” 


“We've been abandoned, 
haven't we?” 

Jury, Miki, and Nanami stand 
in the rain. 

“End of the World may have a 
new plan,’ Jury says. 

Understanding dawns on 
Nanami. The Black Rose duellists 
got to Jury. Nanami, deathly curious, 
questions Jury about the particulars, 
like what it felt like to have a sword 
drawn from her chest. Jury brushes 
Nanami away. 


Mitsuru enters the sacred 
Student Council chamber to deliver 
Nanamis books. The Student 
Council stares. 


“Only council members are 
allowed up here, Nanami!” Miki says. 


Nanami is Council President 
and if she wants Mitsuru to wait 


on her at meetings, she is within 
her Presidential prerogative. Jury 
warns Nanami to watch her back. 
As Jury and Miki leave, Mitsuru asks 
to perform other tasks for Nanami, 
but Nanami is preoccupied. “It is 
grown-up talk,” Nanami says as she 
dismisses him. 

Elsewhere, in the rain, Chu- 
Chu chases a snail. Utena and Anthy 
stand in the Rose Garden, discussing 
the roses. Utena spots Nanami 
through the glass, with Mitsuru 
trailing after her. Utena wonders 
aloud about Mitsuru efforts to gain 
Nanami'’s affections. Anthy thinks 
he enjoys it. 

In the school hallway, 
Mitsuru’s friend Mari yells at him. 
“She doesn’t appreciate you at all, 
does she?” Mitsuru makes defensive 
noises. Mari insists Mitsuru needs a 
normal, healthy relationship. They 
quarrel. When Mitsuru makes a 
crack about Mari’ immature body 
she slaps him across the face. 
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Nanami witnesses the end of the 
argument. As Mari runs off, Nanami 
demands an update. Mitsuru gives 
an embarrassed explanation. 


Outside, it still rains. Nanami 
drills Mitsuru about his friends. 
Mitsuru admits he likes Mari. Nanami 
sneers. “Is she your girlfriend?” 


At the elementary school 
dormitory, while Mitsuru ties his 
shoes, Mari picks through nearby 
bags. “What is this? Gonna throw a 
party?” Mari asks. 


Mitsuru shoos Mari away. This 
is Nanami’s lunch! Mari pilfers a 
candy bar out of a bag and takes a 
big bite, relishing the chocolate. She 
swallows and says, “No matter what 
you do for her, she’s just going to use 
you up and then leave you.” Mari 
calls Nanami a black widow spider. 
Mitsuru defends Nanami without 
persuading Mari, who knows 
Nanami’s type. Mari exits, leaving 
with the half-eaten candy bar sitting 
behind on a nearby counter. 


Mitsuru starts to eat the candy 
bar but then stops because Mari's 
lips have touched the candy bar and 
Mitsuru does not want even indirect 
contact between his lips and Mari’s. 


Mitsuru carries the boxed 
lunch through the empty gardens 
of Ohtori Academy to Nanami’s 
favourite lunch spot but Nanami is 
not there. He searches all her normal 
haunts. Finally, Mitsuru finds 
Nanami talking to Mikage. 


Nanami dismisses Mitsuru, 
as she is talking to someone 
“important.” Migake, she explains, 
runs the famous Mikage Seminar. 
He invited Nanami to join, and, of 
course, she will. Mikage and Nanami 
head off to lunch together, leaving 
Mitsuru behind standing, futilely, in 
the rain, dismissed as a mere child. 


Dry and in the library, Mitsuru 
buries himself behind piles of books, 
convinced that the answer must be 
in them somewhere. 


Utena watches Mitsuru work 
through some tough books. Mitsuru 
demands to know what it means to be 
grown up. Utena, surprised by both 
the question and the force of the query, 
turns to Anthy. Utena thinks being 
grown up means having experience 
in certain things — although what 
things, she hesitates to say. Mitsuru 
latches on to the idea that if he gets 
experience, he'll be grown up. 
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“Have you done anything adult, 
Miss Utena?” Mitsuru asks. 


Anthy says there are some 
grown up things about herself and 
Utena. Some things they have done. 


In the Planetarium, Utena 
asks Akio about her Prince. She 
explains: a younger student asked 
her the difference between being 
a kid and being grown up, and she 
wonders which she is. She does not 
know which she is. She never really 
understood the difference. 


Akio explains: as the stars 
age, they lose their shine. It is the 
same for people. To Utena, Akio 
is shining his brightest right now 
— with his fiancée. 


Mamiya stands over a Black 
Rose. Mikage asks Mamiya to 
come out, but the rain depresses 
Mamiya. He finds darkness relaxing. 
Mikage presents Mitsuru as the next 
Duellist. He’s a tough bud, but with a 
little encouragement, he will bloom. 


Movies about love play in an 
endless loop in the campus’s small 
theatre. Mitsuru studies the clips. “I 
just need experience, and then I'll be 
grown up,’ he says to himself. 


Mari slips in through the back 
door and joins Mitsuru. She watches 
the movies curiously. He is studying 
adulthood, Mitsuru claims. Mari 
laughs at him. “A guy who has one real 
kiss is more adult than someone who 
has watched a hundred kiss scenes!” 


“One real kiss...” Mitsuru says. 


“This is going to end badly.” 
Mari proclaims the situation is 
weird. Suddenly, Mitsuru holds 
Mari’s hand and he tries to kiss her. 


Mari slaps him. 
Nanami watches Mari run off. 


In Mitsuru’s dormitory room, 
the remains of the boxed lunch rots 
forgotten in Mitsuru’s trash pail. 
Mitsuru sits, miserable, on the lower 
bunk of his bunk bed. Dejected, he 
throws the last of the candy bar away. 


Nanami knocks on his door. As 
Mitsuru opens it, Nanami demands 
to know about the screening room. 
Mitsuru was with a girl. Nanami is 
jealous. 


What if Mitsuru does like 
Mari? He wants to grow up. He 
wants to do the fun things grown- 
ups do. He tires of being a kid. 
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Nanami likes him the way he is. 
Mamiya picks the rose. 
Mitsuru goes down the elevator. 


It’s about Miss Nanami. She’s 
so pretty. Mitsuru’s always looked 
up to her. He just wants to be with 
her. But now just being with her 
isn’t enough anymore. Worse, Mari 
has been bugging him. He’s sick 
of being thought of as a kid. He 
wants to be all grown up. He wants 
to be an adult. “I want to wreck 
everything!” 

He has no choice but to 
revolutionise the world. 


Mitsuru beckons Nanami to 
the screening room. As she sits and 
watches the clips, Mitsuru puts his 
hand on hers. Then, completely 
unexpected, Mitsuru yanks the 
double swords from Nanami's 
chest with great gasping and 
heaving and pain. 

Utena finds the duelling 
invitation hung in her locker. Once 
again she climbs the long stairs up to 
the Duelling Arena. 


Statues holding candy bars 
with one bite out of them stand 


on the desks. Mitsuru handles the 
double swords with a skill not his 
own. With hardly a warning, he 
starts his first pass. 


Utena draws the Sword of Dios 
from Anthy’s chest. 


They fight. Mitsuru is 
convinced that to become an adult, 
he must defeat the adults ahead of 
him. Utena must fall. 


Utena channels the Power 
of Dios. She disarms Mitsuru. He 
pulls the dagger from the holster. 
Although Mitsuru tries to continue 
the fight, Utena defeats Mitsuru, and 
ends the duel. 


Mitsuru yells, the Black Rose 
Seal breaks, and he collapses onto 
one of the outlines on the floor, 
unconscious. 


The coffin falls into the fire. 


The next morning, Nanami 
walks to school. Mitsuru catches up. 
Nanami gazes down at him, for the 
first time, with a tinge of fondness. 
Mari runs, catches up to the two, 
and runs past. Then, taking his 
leave, Mitsuru runs to catch up to 
Mari, leaving Nanami to stand on 
the path alone. 
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Wakaba once had a Prince — the Onion Prince. 
The Prince left a long time ago, but now he has 
returned to Ohtori Academy to be Wakaba’s Prince 
once again. Unfortunately, Wakaba has found a new 
Prince, a better Prince, and she wants to keep her 


Prince to herself in secret. 


Wakaba and Utena sit beneath 
a tree for lunch. A boy approaches 
and introduces himself as Tatsuya 
Kazami. Nervously, he hands a love 
letter to Utena. Wakaba snatches 
it away. She peers at the love 
letter, thinks about the name, and 
recognises Tatsuya as her old Onion 
Prince, from elementary school. 


Tatsuya gasps in surprise, since 
it has been many years since Wakaba 
and he last saw each other. 


On the way home, Wakaba sings 
and fans herself with the love letter 
meant for Utena. Utena asks Wakaba 
about Mr. Onion Prince. Wakaba 
offers to return the letter to Tatsuya, 
but Utena refuses. Tatsuya handed the 
note to Utena, so Utena should be the 
one to turn down his advances. 


Wakaba warns Utena to watch 
her step. The Onion Prince is a 
smooth talker. He always chases after 
pretty girls. He is a total playboy; the 
sort who gives guys everywhere a bad 
name. Wakaba accuses Tatsuya of 


cruelty because he transferred away 
suddenly without warning Wakaba. 
“Once upon a time,” she explains, 
“that boy was my... prince...” 

In elementary school, the girls 
call Wakaba “Onion Head”. Wakaba 
has no fear, as the uncertain Onion 
Prince stands at her side. It was a 
long time ago. 


Later in class, someone calls 
Wakaba’s name. She looks up, and 
the Onion Prince lifts a hand. She 
smiles for a brief moment and then 
is struck with jealousy when Tatsuya 
talks to other girls. 


Wakaba later delivers the letter 
back to Tatsuya, informing him 
harshly that he is not Utena’s type. 
Tatsuya sighs in defeat and blames 
Wakaba for sticking him with a weird 
nickname like the Pumpkin Prince 
Wakaba has embarrassed Tatsuya. 
Wakaba corrects Tatsuya. She did not 
call him the Pumpkin Prince but the 
Onion Prince. Tatsuya finds that title 
even worse than “Pumpkin Prince’. 
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Wakaba is offended by 
Tatsuya’s reaction, because the 
title was special to Wakaba. It is 
an important memory, one that 
Wakaba cherishes. 


Tatsuya insists Wakaba 
introduce him to Utena again. 
Wakaba concedes in exasperation 
but offers to provide nothing more 
than an introduction. Anything else 
Tatsuya will have to do on his own. 


The Student Council meets. 
Nanami asks Miki to play the 
piano at her party tomorrow. Miki 
agrees. Jury teases Miki about his 
fascination with Anthy. Miki blushes 
furiously. Nanami sneers — he 
doesn’t have to think about her every 
time he performs, does he? 


Miki envies Nanami because 
Miki thinks Nanami’s desires 
are being met by an elementary 
school kid. Nanami corrects Miki. 
Nanami only feels true love for her 
big brother. 


“So every other man is just a 
bottom feeder to you? Is that it?” 
Miki asks. 


Both Miki and Nanami truly 
love someone, Jury observes — it is 


a shame neither one can change who 
they love. If they could, they both 
would be much happier. 


Nanami and Miki both stare 
at Jury. Jury smiles and says, “And 
so would I.” 


Utena, Anthy and Akio 
drink tea in the Planetarium and 
chat. Utena wonders if Tatsuya 
is Wakaba’s Prince. Utena thinks 
neither Tatsuya nor Wakaba are 
being honest with each other. Akio 
believes the contents of a person’s 
heart are veiled, as though with thin 
silk. You may think you can peer into 
it, but you cannot, really. A person 
who is a Prince to one person may 
not be the prince other people keep 
in their hearts. “Still,” Akio says, “I 
am a bit jealous to see young people 
in love. Still, I hope you will fine your 
prince, soon... Anthy.” 


“T will, Big Brother.” Anthy 
smiles. 


Utena, Anthy and Wakaba 
sit in the cafeteria. Utena advises 
Wakaba to humour Tatsuya and 
Wakaba bites back a retort. Utena 
concedes: “I’m willing to do 
someone a favour.” Just as Wakaba 
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demands to know what that means, 
Tatsuya approaches the trio. 


He is tardy, and apologises. 
Utena introduces Anthy and Chu- 
Chu. Wakaba complains bitterly that 
Tatsuya has not changed. Tatsuya 
asks Wakaba why she keeps accusing 
him of various maladies. 


“Because, I’m...” Wakaba 
flashes back to the past. “Because... 
never mind! It’s nothing!” 


Tatsuya orders her to say it. 
Wakaba gestures to Utena. “You 
wanted to talk to Utena, right?” 


Tatsuya sits at the table, and 
asks Utena if she is dating anyone. 
Utena is not, but she dreams of 
her Prince. Her dream, Tatsuya 
says, is romantic. Utena agrees, but 
says, “It looks to me like there's a 
princess not too far from you who 
is thinking about her own prince. 
Right, Wakaba?” 


Wakaba is appalled. 
“Well, you do dream about 


your Onion Prince, don’t you?” 
Utena asks. 


“That's different!” Wakaba 
yells. “My Prince isn’t a dream! My 
Prince...” She looks over at Tatsuya. 


They eye each other longingly. 


Wakaba runs away. 


Utena explains to Tatsuya 
that Wakaba met her own prince 
a long time ago, and she has not 
forgotten him. Tatsuya admits that 
he sought out Wakaba the moment 
he transferred back. Yet, Wakaba 
is happy with Utena. If Tatsuya is 
with Utena, he is with Wakaba. 
He wrote the love letter to give to 
Utena so Utena would hand it to 
Wakaba, and the three could be 
together. He thought she called 
him the Onion Prince to make fun 
of him. He was wrong. 


You do not always understand 
what people mean and what makes 
someone a prince in someone else's 
heart, Utena explains. It is time for 
him to tell her what he feels. Tatsuya 
stands, bows, and leaves. 


Utena wonders to Anthy if it is 
going to work out between Tatsuya 
and Wakaba. Utena opens her locker 
to discover a note from Wakaba 
saying, “UTENA, YOU'RE MEAN.” 


Wakaba stands beneath a 
tree. Tatsuya finds courage and 
asks Wakaba about her Prince. 
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She blushes and explains her 
love. Tatsuya asks Wakaba to be 
honest, and asks if she knows how 
her Prince feels. Wakaba realises 
she loves her Prince, and if God is 
on her side, her Prince will turn 
around and notice her. Then, she 
can find happiness. 


Tatsuya puts his hand on 
Wakaba’s shoulder, and promises 
her happiness. She asks if he can 
keep a secret. He can. 


“IT can’t believe I’m finally 
finding happiness!” Wakaba says. 
“And I hope you find happiness with 
someone, someday, too!” 


Wakaba strolls off to go see 
her Prince. 


The bells toll. 


Tatsuya walks to the Nemuro 
Building, beaten. He rings the bell 
at the desk, but no one answers. He 
follows the signs to the interview 
room, but no one comes. He does 
not have an appointment. He 
descends the elevator anyway. 


Tatsuya had heard the rumours 
that, when things go wrong, he can 
come to the elevator and receive 


counselling. He has liked this girl 
for a very long time. She is like a 
princess to him. When he tried to 
tell her about his feelings, she ran 
away to another boy. He is sure this 
other guy is just using her. Wakaba 
is so beautiful and young and 
innocent, there is no telling what 
this other fellow might do to her. He 
may even do that to her! 


It does not matter. Tatsuya 
loves her and true love always wins 
out in the end. Tatsuya knows he can 
make Wakaba happy. 


He stands and yells, “Why am 
I no good?!” 


Mikage says, “You are a truly 
good person,’ as Tatsuya cries. 
“That’s why the path you must take 
does not lie here. Leave now. This is 
no place for someone like you.” 


Wakaba runs to her dorm 
room where her Prince waits. She 
presses her back to her dorm room 
door. “I’m back,” she breathes. 


Saionji turns and says, 
“Welcome back home.” 
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Wakaba feels special because she hides Saionji 
in her dormitory room. She shines. She excels in 
school. Unfortunately, Saionji does not love her 
back. He loves Anthy Himemya. The first chance he 
gets, he betrays Wakaba’s feelings, and drives her to 
the waiting arms of the Black Rose Circle. 


Wakaba walks through the 
town to her dorm. She opens the 
door and gazes upon casually 
dressed Saionji sitting beneath the 
window.

Wakaba is too busy to watch 
Utena play basketball, or hang out 
with the other kids. She runs home, 
feeling special. She has this secret. 
She lives in her happy haze. 


As Wakaba packs her 
homework for the day, Utena 
leans against the chalkboard, and 
asks Wakaba if something good 
happened lately. Utena noticed 
Wakaba has been very cheerful. 
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Prettier, too. Wakaba offhandedly 
dismisses Utena’s observations. 


Utena takes her worries about 
Wakaba to Akio. Wakaba seems 
very different suddenly. Akio asks, 
“Like a goddess whose name is in 
the stars?” 


Utena wonders why Wakaba 
would seem prettier. 


Akio explains that because of 
Utena’s basic nature, she is incapable 
of understanding Wakaba’s situation. 
There are special people in the 
world, people who draw attention 
to themselves without effort. Utena 
is one, a girl with a special destiny. 
Utena is not cognisant of her own 
true nature. Most people exist as one 
among many but given a chance, 
they can shine. 


Saionji eats while reading the 
back of the carving kit he bought with 
500 yen. Wakaba asks Saionji what 
he’s making. A secret, he says. 


Utena tells Akio that all she ever 
wanted is for Wakaba to be happy. 


Wakaba offers Saionji coffee 
with sugar. Saionji holds up a small, 
carved wooden leaf hair clip. 


Akio replies: But it is said that 
the time a person can be special does 
not last very long. 


Saionji apologises for the 
unfinished clip, but this is the only 
way he can thank Wakaba for her 
devotion. The hair clip is perfect the 
way it is, says Wakaba. 


Wakaba delivers the latest 
gossip to Saionji. Touga Kiryuu is 
still absent from school. Nanami is 
filling in for her brother. Miki does 
all he can to help Nanami. Jury is 
the same as always. Saionji asks 
after Anthy. 


Wakaba shops, taking her 
anger out on some pre-packaged 
meat. If Saionji stops living with her, 
Wakaba thinks, he will forget about 
her, as if she never existed. 


Mamiya picks the black rose. 


Saionji finishes the hair clip. 
He gazes out the window at the 
sunset. Mikage congratulates Saionji 
for living well. Saionji is surprised 
and demands to know how Mikage 
gained entry to the room and how 
he knew Saionji was there in the 
first place. 
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“No secret on campus, no 
matter how small escapes the 
notice of the Black Rose Circle,” 
Mikage says. Mikage then offers his 
sympathy to Saionji, who is reduced 
to living off the good graces of a 
Middle School girl. 


Saionji replies that he does not 
intend to spend the rest of his life 
taking refuge in this small room. 
He has a plan that will allow him to 
return to Ohtori Academy. 


Mikage would love to know 
the details. He offers to help Saionji 
get back to school, claiming to be 
concerned, along with the rest of the 
Black Rose Circle, about the school’s 
future. Saionji asks Mikage what 
price Mikage wants in return. Mikage 
only wishes one thing of Saionji’s but 
he assures Saionji that the item is 
minor, “hardly anything.” 


Wakaba passes Anthy, who 
wears the Saionji-made hair clip. 


Wakaba sits in the elevator in 
the Nemuro Building and talks. 


No matter what she does for 
him, no matter how she thinks of 
him, in the end, she’s the only one he 
cares about! She thinks that she is so 
special that she can steal everything 


away from Wakaba! No matter what, 
Wakaba cannot forgive her. No 
matter how hard Wakaba loves or 


how hard Wakaba studies all she will 
ever be is a face in the crowd. Special 
people may as well live in another 
world! As long as Wakaba had 
Saionji, as long as Saionji lived with 
Wakaba, Wakaba was special, too! A 
little longer with him, and Wakaba 
would have changed herself forever. 
But now Utena has prevented that. 


Wakaba’s only option is to 
Revolutionise the World. 


Wakaba enters her room to 
find Saionji, dressed in his Student 
Council uniform, packing to leave, 
gleeful over the trivial price Mikage 
asked in return for his help. All it cost 
was a little wooden trinket. Wakaba, 
eyes flat and dead, asks Saionji if he 
is leaving. 

Startled by Wakaba’s entry, 
Saionji drops his bag. He apologises 
to Wakaba for having been such a 
bother — and lets her know he is 
returning to his own world now. 


Wakaba asks about the hair clip. 


Saionji dismisses the clip, 
explaining that he was not able to 
give it to Wakaba. He assures her 
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that he plans to buy her something 
expensive instead. He would like to 
mail the gift to her. 


She says, “Never mind. I have 
something even nicer now.” She 
lifts her hand to show off the Black 
Rose Crest. Saionji knows Mikage 
used him. 


Wakaba charges Saionji and 
pulls forth Saionji’s Heart Sword 
from his breast. 


Utena comments on the strange 
sky, and opens her locker. Once again, 
a duelling challenge hangs inside. 


Small hair clips sit on the 
desktops in the Duelling Arena. 
Wakaba stands, waiting. Anthy begs 
Utena to take the sword from her 
but Utena cannot fight Wakaba. She 
cannot use a sword against a friend. 


Wakaba charges with Saionji’s 
katana. Anthy begs for Utena to take 
the sword. Wakaba screams, “I’m 
going to kill the girl who took my 
Saionji away from me!” 

Wakaba, in shadow, skewers 
Utena through the heart. 


The bells toll. 


The duel does not end. Utena 
begs to know what happened. 


Wakaba was shining so brightly! 
Anthy, again, begs Utena to pull the 
Sword of Dios. Wakaba lashes out 
with the katana. 


Utena falls, and Wakaba grabs 
her hair. Wakaba holds the sword 
up to Utena’s throat, and hisses, 
“You and that girl and the Student 
Council, too! You all look down on 
me! Without a care in the world, you 
use the special gifts you were born 
with and without a second thought... 
YOU TRAMPLE THE REST OF US!” 


Wakaba pulls her hand back for 
a killing blow. 


Utena grabs Wakaba’s hand. 
They grapple among the desks. 


There is much Utena does 
not understand but she is going 
to save Wakaba. They tussle over 
Saionji’s heart sword. Utena wins the 
struggle, and defeats Wakaba with 
her own weapon. 


The bells toll again. 

Saionji strolls through the front 
doors of the school and beams with 
satisfaction. 

Wakaba walks alone home. She 


closes the door and leans on it. She 
is alone.

Nanamis minions follow her orders without 
question. Yet one of the three, Keiko, harbours a 
secret — she tolerates Nanami only to get closer 
to Touga. When Keiko finally achieves her goal, 
Nanami tears Keikoss life apart. Mikage offers Keiko 
only one option: to revolutionise the world. 


Nanami walks to school, 
flanked by her three loyal minions. 


The Past: After the Middle 
School Entrance Ceremony, the 
three invite Nanami to join their 
little group. Later, when beautiful 
Touga strolls up, the three realise 
Nanami is Touga’s little sister. 

In Aiko, Keiko, and Yuko’s 
dormitory room, empty snack 
boxes litter the floor. The girls eat 
Pocky and agree that meeting Miss 
Nanami changed their lives. They 
swear to band their forces and try 
their best together. “We three are 
The Chosen, after all!” Yuko says. 


Nanami decides that a grand 
party will cheer Touga up. He does 
not comment. Undeterred by the 
lack of reaction, Nanami instructs 
her minions to throw the grandest 
party conceivable. Touga must be 
made to feel better. 


Jury is nonplussed when 
Keiko gives her invitation, given the 
current situation with the Council. 
Keiko invites Miki, Wakaba, and 


Suzuki, Yamada and Tanaka. She 
even invites Chu-Chu. Nanami is 
determined to help Touga with her 
party and so she invites everyone 
she can think of. 


Later, Keiko tries on party 
dresses and dreams about Touga. 
Touga has been ill for weeks. Touga 
is oblivious to Keiko but she is 
quite aware of him. Keiko entreats 
Yuko and Aiko to do their best for 
Nanami and Touga. The party has 
Keiko pumped. She even wears her 
new party dress. 

-Nanami struts down the 
stairs, surveying the preparations. 
Everything is set. She beckons 
Keiko and asks a favour. Could 
Keiko return to school and finish 
some Student Council paperwork 
for her? Keiko muffles protest. 
Nanami insists that the party is 
ready, Keiko unneeded, so Keiko 
should have no problem doing the 
paperwork. Nanami imperiously 
orders Keiko to get going. Keiko 
starts to give Nanami a biting 
retort, and decides 
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Instead, she shuffles off to do 
Nanami'ss bidding. 


Keiko walks through the 
deserted halls of the school, and 
dreams of Touga. She watched 
Touga for so long from afar. “The 
only girl who can ever get near 
the prince is the princess from his 
fairy-tale world,” she thinks. 


Keiko sits alone in a dark 
basement library among the card 
catalogue, working slavishly on 
Nanami's paperwork. Later, Keiko 
stands in the Kiryuu Mansion 
garden outside a window and 
watches Touga hit on Utena. Keiko 
returns home, alone. She pulls 
down her pigtails, and ponders 
Touga. They live in different 
worlds. A girl like her does not have 
a chance. What is she thinking? 


The next day in the Rose 
Garden, Utena gossips to Anthy 
and Miki about the party. Touga 
looked much better than they were 
expecting but he still avoids the 
campus. If the president keeps this 
up, the Student Council will fall. 


Nanami overhears the 
discussion and uses Utena’s 


apparent concern about Touga as 
an excuse to accuse Utena of spying 
on the boy, something Nanami says 
is a disgusting habit. 

Utena protests. No one snuck 
around. Aiko, Keiko and Yuko 
accost Utena in turn. Utena only 
went to the party because she had 
an invitation. Nanami turns this 
back on Utena, claiming that Utena 
was merely taking advantage of 
the opportunity, a mere parasite. 
After insulting Utena, Nanami 
and her minions storm off.In the 
Planetarium, Utena and Anthy 
look up at the Pleiades projected 
on the ceiling of the dome. Utena 
recites facts about the Pleiades, 
and admits she learned them from 
Akio. He has been teaching her a 
lot lately. Akio, on cue, strolls into 
the Planetarium. The two friends 
together are a lovely sight, like the 
twins of Gemini. Indeed, Utena 
and Anthy together is a sight more 
beautiful than the stars. 


Utena leaves for the night 
down the elevator. Akio beseeches 
Anthy to remain close friends with 
Utena, as close as Castor and Pollux. 
Anthy agrees to the request. 
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Behind the Kiryuu Mansion, 
Keiko walks through the rain 
carrying an orange umbrella. 
She stops when she spots Touga 
standing in the downpour, 
drenched with rain. She dithers 
briefly before taking a chance. She 
calls out to Touga, offering him the 
use of her umbrella, expressing 
concern for Touga’s health. The 
two walk together. 


Nanami stops short when she 
sees Keiko and Touga. She wails in 
anger and betrayal. 


Mamiya picks the black rose. 


Furious at Keiko for her 
betrayal, Nanami dismisses 
Keiko from all clubs, from her 
dorm council, from all cultural 
associations, and all other 
assorted groups. When Keiko 
pleads to know why, Nanami tells 
Keiko not to try to play dumb, 
as both of them are aware of the 
reason Nanami is taking action 
against her former minion, the 
attempt to replace Nanami in her 
brother’s affections. 
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Keiko pleads with Aiko and 
Yuko to speak to Nanami because 
they are the only ones Keiko can 
trust. Aiko and Yuko ignore Keiko, 
who is now an un-person to them, 
and leave. 


Keiko sits utterly alone. 


Keiko goes down Mikage’s 
elevator. 


Keiko once sincerely admired 
Nanami. She felt that way as she 
served Nanami. She also stayed by 
Nanami's side so that she could get 
a little closer to Touga. If not for 
that the beautiful Touga, then who 
would put up with Nanami’s ways? 


Keiko is a single girl. She 
can love whomever she wants. 
Why should Touga’s sister get 
to monopolise his love and why 
should Keiko, who has served 
Nanami faithfully, be denied 
Touga’s affections? Nanami is 
incapable of understanding 
Keikos feelings in this matter, 
and unwilling to make even the 
slightest effort to do so. 
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Keiko must revolutionise the 
world. 


Keiko walks into Touga’s 
private rooms carrying her orange 
umbrella. She hands it to Touga, 
her love. Keiko slides a hand 
bearing the Black Rose Crest 
down his shirt and then wrenches 
the sword from his breast. She 
strokes the sword and leaves him 
lying limp. 

Utena finds a challenge 
waiting in her locker. 


The desks in the Duelling 
Arena hold orange umbrellas. 


“With Touga’s sword, I shall 
defeat you!” Keiko says. “For my 
future with Touga, I will fight.” 


Anthy stands impassive under 
an umbrella. 


Utena pulls the Sword of Dios. 
The two clash as Utena struggles 
to understand this duel. Keiko 
complains bitterly that Nanami 
does not even consider her human, 
despite Keiko’ loyal service. 


“Utena, who does not 
understand why Keiko is 
challenging her, asks Keiko 


why she has Touga’s sword but 
Keiko refuses to answer, instead 
preferring to attack. 


Keiko, raving about Touga 
and denouncing Nanami, starts 
a final pass, sending umbrellas 
flying. Utena struggles against 
Touga’s sword. “The Power of Dios 
possesses Utena. She finishes the 
fight. Utena stands, victorious and 
confused. Utena does not even 
know Keiko’s name. Utena thought 
her attacker was one of Nanami’s 
friends. It is scary how the roots of 
hatred can spread under the surface 
where you cannot see them. 


The next day, Keiko is 
happy to be near Nanami. 
Her infatuation with Touga is 
forgotten and her brief falling out 
with Nanami is forgotten as well. 
Once again she is a loyal minion of 
Nanami, perhaps forever. 


Utena is baffled by Keiko's 
reborn loyalty to Nanami. 


“That’s easy,’ Anthy says. “If 
it’s for someone you love how you 
feel about others doesn’t matter. 
You keep lying to yourself for as 
long as it takes.” 
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Episope 22: THe Memuro Memoriat Buitvine 


Professor Nemuro was a Duellist in a previous 
incarnation of the Duelling Game. End of the World 
gave him both a crest and a letter with instructions. 
Nemuro chose to destroy the game rather than play 
it. Nemuro, now Mikage, lives in a world of regrets 


and hallucinations. 


Dios sleeps on his sphere in 
the Castle Where Eternity Dwells. 
Akio stands in the light. The 
hourglass empties. Akio sniffs a 
Black Rose. “And so we come to 
the last of the Black Roses... But 
the question is, whether he himself 
will fight.” 


Mikage wears a Duellist Rose 
Crest. 


Utena searches the campus 
for Chu-Chu. Mikage stands on 
the steps of the Nemuro Building, 
holding him by the tail. As 
Utena reclaims the mouse, Souji 
Mikage introduces himself. Utena 
recognises the genius that runs the 
Mikage Seminar. 


Utena looks in the door to 
the Nemuro Building Interview 
Hall. Mikage invites Utena to 
his seminar. Utena laughs — the 
last test she took was for failing 
another test. Mikage explains that 
the seminar is not about academic 
prowess. Instead Mikage is looking 


for exceptional people with 
individualistic personalities. 

Utena asks about Nemuro 
Memorial Hall. She heard 100 boys 
died there — is it true? Mikage 
explains the basic facts: There 
once was a man named Professor 
Nemuro. There was a fire. He and 
all his students burned to death. 
They rebuilt Nemuro Memorial 
Hall soon after. All of this was very 
long ago. 


Later, Utena calls on Akio at 
the Planetarium, but strangely no 
one is home. Mikage sits in his 
office and gazes at the picture of 
Mamiya. “It’s you.” 

Akio drops an End of the 
World letter on Mikage’s desk. 


A drop of water falls on a 
black rose. 


Mikage reads the letter from 
End of the World. He observes 
that he and End of the World have 
a deal, and that he has no reason 
to now obey End of the World's 
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order. End of the World agrees that 
this indeed has been the case ever 
since the fire that killed all those 
students and supposedly, Mikage, 
then known as Nemuro, as well. 


The distant past. No one 
knows what the section researches. 
The rumour is something about 
the power to revolutionise the 
world. Can Professor Nemuro give 
the students a hint? Nemuro only 
knows are the same rumours. 


The students wear signet rings. 


Nemuro was a genius. He was 
a living computer — a dry man 
passing dry days. The details of his 
research bored him. The project 
was stuck. 


One day the Board sends 
Tokiko Chiba, a beautiful woman, 
to talk to Nemuro. The pair head to 
Tokiko's quarters for a discussion. 


The job assigned to Nemuro is 
proceeding on schedule, although he 
cannot guarantee he will complete 
it. Tokiko knows Nemuro is taking 
orders from someone else and 
questions Nemuro’s motivation 
for taking the job. Nemuro claims 
business reasons. The research will 


revolutionise the world. “It sounds 
like we're building a perpetual 
motion machine,” Nemuro says. 


The discussion is interrupted 
when Tokiko’s brother Mamiya 
knocks something over. When 
Tokiko orders Mamiya to go to bed, 
her brother refuses, enraging Tokiko. 
Tokiko once again orders Mamiya to 
go to bed and this time he does 
but only after his sister medicates 
him. He expresses pleasure at the 
treatment, a comment that Tokiko 
calls silly. 


Tokiko’s involvement in the 
project is motivated by her concern 
for her ailing brother’s health. His 
situation appears hopeless unless the 
project succeeds. What she does not 
know is that the project has nothing 
to do with medicine and its success 
or failure will not change Mamiya’s 
fate in any way. 


After her brother goes to 
bed, Tokiko breaks down. Nemuro 
feels like it is the first time he has 
seen someone cry. Tokiko asks if 
Nemuro has someone important to 
him. She suggests that perhaps it 
is not possible for a genius to love 
another person. 
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After his discussion with 
Tokiko, Nemuro works like a man 
possessed by love. 


Mamiya sits in the rose 
garden. Nemuro approaches him, 
concerned. Nemuro enquires after 
Mamiya’s health and is assured that 
Mamiya feels a bit better today. The 
Board called Tokiko away. Mamiya 
offers Nemuro the sugar preserved 
roses Tokiko made. Tokiko also 
made the dried black ones because 
she does not like to see flowers die 
and this way, even the short-lived 
flowers can last a bit longer. Mamiya 
wonders if the flowers like being 
made to last. Nothing in this world 
is eternal but a heart that longs for 
eternity is beautiful. 


Nemuro interprets this as 
proof that Mamiya does not expect 
Nemuro and Tokiko’s work to save 
him and questions Mamiya about 
this. In reply, Mamiya picks a black 
rose and appreciates Nemuro’ss work. 


End of the World interrupts 
Nemuro at work in his office, 
handing Nemuro a letter and 
dismissing Nemuro’s ability to 
complete the work he is engaged in. 
Nemuro protests that outsiders are 


not allowed in the facilities, to which 
End of the World replies by revealing 
that the only outsider present is 
Nemuro himself. All the others have 
contracts with End of the World 


and all are part of the great work to 
revolutionise the world. 


Nemuro reads the letter from 
End of the World but he finds 
the course of action it suggests 
unthinkable. 


End of the World holds up a 
Rose Crest. Nemuro recognises it 
as the ring everyone in the facility 
wears, and is informed that the ring 
symbolises a contract between the 
wearer and End of the World. There 
are 100 boys who work with Nemuro 
and all 100 have contracts with End 
of the World. 


Nemuro calls the entire 
enterprise insane but when he 
questions the ability attaining 
immortality to make “her” happy, 
he inadvertently reveals his secret 
motivation to End of the World. 


End of the World notes 
the use of the word “her”, then 
handing Nemuro a ring, tells 
him that if Nemuro desires 
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eternity then his only option is to 
revolutionise the world. 


Nemuro slips out of his office. 
He follows a coffin down the long 
hall to an open door. Inside, Akio, 
End of the World, kisses Tokiko of 
the Oversight Board. 


Nemuro turns away. He thinks 
about the ring in the mug while the 
building burns. 


Nemuro and Mamiya stand 
outside. Tokiko runs and grabs 
Mamiya by the shoulders. “Is it true? 
You did this? You were behind this? 
Why? Why did you do this?” 


“They had a contract,” Nemuro 
says. Such sacrifices are always 
necessary. This is the first step 
towards the task he has. One day, the 
path to eternity will open from this 
school. “Mamiya did the right thing. 
I, too, now wish to grasp eternity 
with my own hands.” 


Mikage sits in his office with a 
picture of Mamiya on his desk. He 
wears his Rose Crest. He reads the 
letter from End of the World. 


Tokiko stands and leaves red: 
roses on the ground. She passes 
Mikage in the hallway. 


But it breaks my heart to see you 
like this now. 


Akio stands alone in the 
Planetarium. Tokiko joins him. 
They converse about how the 
school has changed in the years 
since they last met. The exception 
is Nemuro, who has not aged one 
bit in the time since the fire. Akio 
expresses the belief those who 
choose to remain at the school can 
never become adults and Tokiko 
replies that for plants to bear fruit, 
their flowers must die. Akio agrees. 


Utena and Anthy argue 
about Anthy’s role at the school 
and her submission to End of 
the World’s plans. Utena feels 
that Anthy should consider other 
plans of action while Anthy is of 
the belief that her role as the Rose 
Bride constrains and defines the 
limits of her life. 


Mamiya picks the Black Rose. 
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Episope 23: THe Terms of THE DUELIST 


Utena discovers the truth about Souji Mikage, 
the Black Rose Circle and the strange Duellists. 
Disgusted, she challenges Mikage to a Duel in the 
Arena. He has no choice but to face her, and face the 
truth of his past. Mikage finally becomes a Duellist. 


One last black rose. 


As the Nemuro Building 
burns, Nemuro reassures Tokiko 
that although her brother's sins 
are deep, the deaths of the 100 
Duellists will not be wasted. 
Their sacrifice will be the 
foundation upon which will be 
built true eternity. 


“,.. she’s strong. Utena Tenjou, 
I mean,’ Mamiya tells Mikage. 
“I sense unknowable depths of 
strength within her.” 


One black rose left. If Mikage 
cannot defeat Utena, must he get 
her to join him? 


“The Student Council meets 
to discuss strategy. Nanami 
proposes that the Student 
Council get the Engaged on 
their side. Nanami admits that 
she does not like Utena but the 
threat is to the entire Council 
and justifies extreme measures. 
Jury is dubious about Nanami's 
idea. The Council members are 
supposed to be Duellists. 


Anthy is not at home, at 
school, or at the Rose Garden. 


Mikage enters the Rose 
Garden. Utena asks if he has seen 
Anthy but Mikage does not know 
any Anthy. Mikage asks if Utena 
considered his offer. When she 
asks Mikage why he wants Utena 
in his seminar Mikage claims that 
Utena has a mysterious charm. He 
is attracted to her. He urges Utena 
to visit. If they became friends, 
Mikage could help her any time 
she needed help. 


Mikage looks at Utena and 
remembers Tokiko. Does anyone 
close to Utena have problems? 


Utena dreams of lying in the 
church’s coffin. In the dream she 
pleads with Touga not to open the 
lid. The coffin is for her. Everyone 
has to die someday and now that 
Utena realises this she no longer 
has the will to live. Utena declares 
that there is no such thing as - 
something eternal. 
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Utena wakes in her room, 
and sees Anthy, asleep, holding her 
hand. Anthy came back. 


The next day, an exhausted 
Utena searches out Mikage. 


In the hall outside Mikage’s 
office in the Nemuro Building, 
black and white pictures of 
Duellists hang on the walls: the 100 
boys, Mikage, Tokiko and Mamiya. 
Kanae. Kozue. Wakaba. Keiko. 
The purpose of these paintings is 
unclear to Utena. 


Mikage, the former Nemuro, 
lies in bed while Mamiya offers 
him roses. Mikage appears to be 
on the verge of the victory he has 
sought for so long, eternity nearly 
in his grasp and yet he is oddly 
unwilling to engage the other 
Duellists. Eternity would mean 
Mamiya’s brief life might be an 
instant that lasts Age upon Age. 
With the prize so close, Mikage's 
reluctance to end the game is 
peculiar indeed. 


I, too, now wish to grasp eternity 
with my own hands... 


“You finally came,” Mikage 
says. “I thought you would 
eventually return to me.” She smiles 
at Utena. “Tokiko... You don’t have 
to regret abandoning me.” 


Utena realises the truth. 


Manipulating them? Hardly. 
These are members of the Mikage 
Seminar. The girls had precious 
memories. They fought to preserve 
those memories. 


The portrait of young Utena 
hangs on the wall. 


Like him, Utena makes her 
memories eternal. The world 
requires it. The path she must take 
has been prepared. 


Utena punches Mikage. He 
reels and lands on the ground. 
Utena crouches over him, twisting 
his arm behind his back. Utena 
yells, “Who exactly is the world?” 
Mikage’s attempt to deal with the 
enraged Utena with mere words 
fails. Utena is trying to defend her 
precious memories, memories that 
have until now been her support. 


Onna 
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Utena sees the Duellist Rose 
Crest on Mikage’s hand. She 
grits her teeth and curls a fist. 
She punches the floor next to his 
head. Utena challenges Mikage 
to a formal duel at the Duelling 
Arena at sunset. By defeating 
Mikage Utena will prove that she is 
nothing like him. 


Mikage goes down the 
elevator. He thinks of Mamiya, who 
prods him to speak. Mamiya wants 
discuss the coming duel with Utena 
but Mikage just laughs, brushing 
at Mamiya’s tears. Mamiya accuses 
Mikage of enjoying the situation 
and asks if Mikage intends to 
honour the challenge. 


“In the end, the conspirators 
have not advanced one bit. Utena 
is much closer to the Power of Dios 
than either Mikage or Mamiya. 

Mamiya hands Mikage the 
black rose. 

Utena waits for sunset and 
the duel in the halls of Ohtori 
Academy. She thinks about 
Mikage’s words. Then, suddenly, 
Wakaba accosts Utena. Wakaba 


accuses Utena of forgetting about 
her but then declares that no 


matter what happens, Wakaba will 
always be by Utena’s side. 


The desks in the Duelling 
Arena hold pictures of Tokiko with 
Mamiya. Mikage waits, wielding 
his own sword. 


Utena pulls forth the Sword 
of Dios from Anthy. The bells toll. 


Utena and Mikage clash 
between the desks. Although 
his shoulder still hurts from his 
altercation with Utena, Mikage 
does not intend to lose to her. 
In turn, Utena will not lose to a 
manipulator like him. 


They fight. 


“While they spar, Mikage 
taunts Utena, claiming that all 
of the people he manipulated 
into taking the black roses were 
acting out of free will. He insists 
that all that come to the arena are 
like him, seeking eternity. When 
Utena tells him to stop blaming 
others for his own actions, Mikage 
speculates that she too is driven 
by some crucial memory from 
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the past and accuses her of being 
exactly like Mikage. 


“And now, in this place, I will 
defeat you, Tokiko!” 


Mamiya informs Mikage 
that he can not win, that he will 
never defeat the woman who lives 
in Mikage’s memories. The illusion 
that surrounds Mikage begins to 
crumble, as he raves, confusing 
Utena with Tokiko. 


“Eternity is in my reach,” 
Mikage says. 

But Mamiya, who does not 
look like the Mamiya in the photos 
on the desk, questions Mikage. 
Was it in fact Mamiya who set the 
fire for which he has been blamed 
all these years or did another 
person's hand set the flame? 


Utena charges Mikage. 


In the Planetarium, a phone 
rings. Akio answers. “Ah, Mr. 
Nemuro. I was expecting your call. 
Yes. Your companion Mamiya who 
was produced by your lingering 
regret over Tokiko actually died a 
long time ago. You treasured that 


illusion of memory so much that 
it stopped time for you. I made use 
of that.” 


Utena finishes the duel. 


Akio continues. “The time you 
spent not growing up as you kept 
possibilities hidden in your heart 
proved useful to me. However, 
that’s all over now. The path you 
must take is not prepared for you. 
Now graduate from this place.” 


Mikage’s Mamiya stands in 
the Planetarium. 


The Nemuro building is a 
heap of burned ruins. Miki tells the 
tale of the fire while Utena searches 
for Anthy. No records remain. 
Miki cannot quite remember the 
name of the building. 


Akio approaches Mikage’s 
Mamiya from behind. “What's 
wrong? Do you feel sympathy for 
him? But he isn’t here at this school 
anymore. He never really was in the 
first place. Just like you...” 


Anthy who was Mamiya 
turns to her brother.

Mitsuru records everything about Nanami — 
and when he says everything, he means everything. 
Mitsuru knows all of Nanami'’s plots and schemes. 
He even keeps a few plots for himself. When Mitsuru 
ends up in the hospital, Nanami, Utena and Anthy 
learn all of Mitsuru’s secrets. 


Mitsuru walks Nanami 
through her daily schedule. She 
has her classes this morning, 
including music appreciation. 
He finished her report. Nanami 
has an English vocabulary test 
sixth period. Mitsuru provides 
a cheat sheet. He will fill 
Nanami in on her after school 
schedule at lunch. Nanami 
thanks Mitsuru. 


After school, a runaway 
horse threatens Nanami. 
At the risk of his own life, 
Mitsuru dives in front of it, 
saving Nanami but he himself 
is injured. 

Mitsuru awakens in a 


hospital bed. 


Utena and Anthy speak 
with Nanami outside the 
dividing curtain. Mitsuru 
protected Nanami. The 
horse knocked him over and 


scratched him a bit. He was 
unconscious, so Nanami 
brought him here. Anthy spies 
Mitsuru’s little book. 


Mitsuru sits straight up in 
bed. He must stop them but 
he cannot because he’s stark 
naked. Thanks to his modesty, | 
Mitsuru is at the mercy of 
Utena, Anthy and Nanami. 


The trio of girls read 
Mitsuru’s diary. 

.. aS long as Mitsuru can 
remember, he’s always looked over 
Miss Nanamu.. 


Mitsuru has kept a 
meticulous record of Nanami's 
machinations and double- 
dealing. Nanami ordered her 
minions to bully Anthy so 
that Nanami could appear to 
save her. Nanami was the one 
who sent Anthy a dress that 
would disintegrate if wet and 
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then arranged to have Anthy 
sprayed with champagne at a 
party. Nanami was the one who 
got her minions to swap one 
billion fold curry for Anthy’s 
super hot curry. Nanami has 
been the instigator of many 
misfortunes while posing as an 
innocent, creating an illusion 
of being uninvolved. Nanami 
has carefully concealed her true 
face from her schoolmates and 
victims but Mitsuru’s diary 
reveals all the nasty details. 


Nanami seems to have 
some reason for particular 
malice towards Anthy, who 
has been the target of many of 
Nanami’s plots. Nanami never 
seems to miss a chance to make 
life difficult for Miss Himemya. 
The misfortunes have not been 
one sided, though. As often 
as not, Nanamiss little plots 
would backfire on her. The 
diary goes into detail on this 
point as well, revealing the 


embarrassments and injuries 
that Nanami has suffered, 
unseen, over the years. 


As Mitsuru writhes in 
shame in his sick bed, his diary 
promises to provide the answer 
to the question of why Nanami 
selected Anthy Himemya to be 
her special victim. Although 
Nanami struggles to grab the 
book, she fails and the answer 
is read out for all to hear. 


The diary begins to digress 
from the actions and motivations 
of Nanami into Mitsuru’s 
thoughts, feelings and even 
secret plans. Mitsuru admires 
Touga and dreams of one day 
being someone's big brother, just 
as Touga is to Nanami. 


Utena suggests that 
they stop reading, since this 
section of the diary is about 
Mitsuru’s intimate thoughts. 
Nanami comments bitterly 
that the section already read 
concerned her private affairs

Anthy finds a page labelled 
“Strategy #1.” 


Strategy #1 is a fantasy 
where Nanami walks outside 
at night. Hearing footsteps, she 
runs, trips and falls into the 
path of an oncoming car that 
nearly runs her over. 


In the fantasy, Nanami 
wakes in the hospital with 
amnesia. The shadow of Touga 
appears. The curtain whips 
back and there is Mitsuru, 
claiming to be Nanamis big 
brother. He stands, wind 
blowing through his hair, arms 
spread. She leaps out of bed 
and into his arms! 


Mitsuru is stricken. 


“Hold it!” Nanami yells. 
“What’s THAT all about!”

Mitsuru grabs the bed 
sheet and climbs out of bed to 
stop them. He pleads with them 
not to read any further. 


It’s too late for that. Time 
to reveal all of Mitsuru’s evil 
conspiracies!

He 
will become a man worthy of 
Nanami! 


Utena holds Nanami back, 
afraid that if she gets excited 
she'll turn into a cow again. 


Strategy #2. If Nanami turns 
into a cow again, I plan to handle 
it like this: 

Another of Mitsuru’s 
fantasies follows. 


Nanami grazes in a 
pasture. Utena orders Nanami 
to remove the cowbell. 
Anthy hands Utena the red 
sweater, causing Nanamis full 
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transformation into a cow. 
Nanami charges Utena. 


Before Nanami can 
properly duel with Utena, 
Mitsuru stands between Utena 
and the charging Nanami, arms 
spread. Cownami stops! 


“It’s all right,” Mitsuru 
says. “It’s all right, Nanami.” 
He reaches out to stroke her 
cow face. “Even if you're a cow, 
I'll always take care of you. I'll 
join you now.” Mitsuru puts on 
a cowbell, and turns into a very 
small cow. 


Mitsuru pleads with Anthy 
to stop reading the diary. 
Nanami holds him back, and 
tells him to accept it gracefully. 
The sheet Mitsuru wears comes 
untied and falls to the floor. 


Nanami is so scandalised 
she jumps out the window. She 


wakes to find Mitsuru writing 
in his diary. “Where am I?” 
she asks. 


“Oh, you're finally awake. 
How do you feel?” Mitsuru asks. 


Nanami lies in bed with a 
bandage on her head. She sits 
up and asks Mitsuru what he’s 
writing. He complains about 
Nanami’s schedule. 


Nanami steals the diary 
from Mitsuru’s hands. She 
snaps her fingers. The doors 
swing open, revealing Nanami's 
minions. Nanami orders them 
to grab Mitsuru. 


Mitsuru runs while 
Nanami reads the diary. 
Strategy Number 24... 


“Oh god, I’m finished!” 


Mitsuru yells. “If she reads that 
page, I’M FINISHED!!!” 
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Only Wakaba’s duel has any personal meaning for Utena. Utena 
did not even see it coming — she had no idea Wakaba harboured such 
resentment deep down inside. Wakaba’s resentment is misplaced, and 
Utena refuses to harm her friend, despite the potential cost to Utena. 
Utena saves Wakaba from herself, just like Wakaba once saved Utena 
from descending down into complacency and normality. It takes all 
Utena’s strength to defeat Wakaba without pulling the Sword of Dios 
from Anthy’s chest. 


The real duel is with Souji Mikage, as orchestrated by End of 
the World. After the Black Rose Duellists, Utena comes to face her 
ultimate foe. Mikage wrapped himself in a blanket of memories and 
hallucination. From his comfortable womb of lies, he taunts Utena, 
goading her into fighting. When Mikage does not stop with his slew 
of blather about memories, eternity, and revolutionising the world, 
Utena throws him to the ground. She is offended he would even 
insinuate that she is anything like him. She does not need to fight to 
protect her precious memories of her Prince — or maybe she does, 
but she does not need to use people who have no part of the game as 
pawns to get at Anthy or to keep going down that path — Mikage 
prattles and digs himself deeper and deeper into a hole, with no hope 
of return. 


Utena would have hit him again if she had not seen the Rose 
Crest on his finger. Instead, she took the noble, civilised route. Utena 
is always the hero. She challenges Mikage to a Duel at Sunset. 


_Mikage never has a chance against Utena in the Duelling Arena. 
Mikage is just as much a Duellist as any member of the Student 
Council. No one dupes or uses Mikage. He takes up the sword of his 
Own initiative, and faces Utena because he must. Mikage is, in the 
end, a Duellist, and all the Duellists must eventually make their way 
to the Duelling Platform and battle for possession of the Rose Bride. 
Mikage is another scheduled duel on Utena’s path to the duel named 
Revolution. 


Utena Tenjou has everything Mikage does not: clarity of 
purpose, understanding of her role in the Duels, and a drive to win 
instead of cheat at the game. She is caring, noble, and just. Illusions 
and memories of long dead relationships of time gone by do not 
hamper her or tie her to Ohtori Academy. 


Utena’s duel with Mikage is not as difficult as the duels she had 
with other members of the Student Council. He is lost in his dreams, 
and Utena refuses to lose to a manipulator like Mikage. She is nothing 
like him. She is better than he is. She deserves to win. So, she does. 


The end of the Duel is the end of the Black Rose Circle. Utena 
stands triumphant over the villain of the series — although once 
he is gone, she no longer remembers him. The school returns to its 
. humdrum existence, the balance once again set, and Utena is Prince 
Valiant of Ohtori Academy and Duellist Champion.

The second, Wakaba, wants Saionji so badly she will do anything 
and everything to have him. For a small moment, Wakaba had his 
attention and his love but he gave it away to Anthy or so Wakaba 
believed. This loss drove Wakaba onto the Duelling Arena with Saionji’s 
Heart Sword — another pawn in the Game of Duels. 


Anthy lives three lives in the second game: 


The first is the sweet, shy girl whose main interest is tending the 
Rose Garden. She keeps to herself, has few interests outside of Chu- 
Chu, and avoids social situations. She cannot remember names and 
becomes nervous in public. Anthy indulges Miki’s interest in her and 
practices piano with him when she can. She smiles softly and sits loyally 
at Utena’s side. 


The second is Akio Ohtori’s sister, the empty-souled pawn in a 
game of Duels. She sees Akio alone once a week. She follows his orders 
with a flat, “Yes, Big Brother.” She is his creature, and she does his 
bidding. 

The third, and most sinister, is as Mikage’s Mamiya. Mikage’s 
~ scheme is to destroy Anthy the Rose Bride and replace her with Mamiya 
the Rose Bride. Mamiya tends to the Black Roses, chooses the Duellists, 
and instructs Mikage on the methodology of the duels. Mamiya pushes 
Mikage gently, but constantly, to continue the game all the way down 
to the last. Mamiya forces Mikage to exhaust all his possible Duellists so 
that he has no choice but to fight himself. The scheme is underhanded, 
dirty, and no doubt co-ordinated entirely by Akio (End of the World). 


End of the World was still playing the game from the shadows. He 
had not dispensed with the Student Council at all. On the contrary, they 
were the vectors for the second round of Duellists. Without the Student 
Council, the Black Rose Duellists had no reason to fall into Mikage’s 
trap, and had no reason to duel. Anthy, as Mamiya, provided the/ Black 
Roses, the Black Rose Crests, and the means to draw the Heart Swords. 
From the shadows, Akio and Anthy together manipulate everyone. 


It is unclear if Anthy even knows she is Mamiya until the end. 
~ Anthy complains of being tired almost all the time throughout the 
entire Black Rose Saga. When Anthy should be in bed, she is busy 
being Mamiya. Much like a victim of multiple-personality disorder, 
two people live in the same body and use their shared body continually, 
leaving them both without rest. 


Utena never for a single moment suspects the plots raging around 
her. Neither does Miki. Utena sees a sweet girl with a devoted brother, 
and Miki sees the object of his devotions and his true love. The only 
hint either receives of the game is Chu-Chu, who fears Akio, refuses 
to go to the tower, and spends long amounts of time searching for his 
missing Anthy. 

Anthy plays classical piano marvellously, fails at math, and cooks 
curry so terrible it explodes. She enjoys quiet conversation, and cleans 
fastidiously. Her nature is non-confrontational. She does not fight when 
accosted or opposed. 
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changes in the game. First, he sent Nemuro people to care about 
— Tokiko Chiba and her dying baby brother, Mamiya. Then, he lured 
Nemuro into the game with the promise of a cure for Mamiya Chiba 
or at least a way to prolong the boy’s life indefinitely. 


Akio offered Nemuro a contract and a ring, the same contract he 
offered to every other Duellist. Nemuro, at first, refused. Akio merely 
left the ring on Nemuro’s desk and allowed the student to think 
about the offer. When Nemuro was emotionally weak, Akio broke 
him by allowing Nemuro to find him with Tokiko. 


Nemuro chose not to play the game. He murdered the other 
Duellists instead of trying to win Tokiko as his Princess. This may or 
may not have been the final ending for the game as seen by End of the 
World, but the game ended all the same. Nemuro lingered at Ohtori 
Academy, a ghost drifting around campus, a perpetual high school 
student who attained a strange version of eternity in a never-aging 
state, believing he personally opened the way to the Castle Where 
Eternity Dwells. 


Akio would have let Nemuro sit and rot for eternity, except 
Utena came along and fascinated him. Utena rose through the ranks 
of the duelling game without his prompting. She needs no Letters 
from the End of the World to duel and follows her own direction. 
Like Touga before him, Akio finds himself intrigued with Utena. As 
the Student Council sits defeated, Akio pushes the duels in a new 
direction to test Utena. 


Akio dredged Nemuro — now Mikage — up from his hiding place 
and instructed his “Mamiya” to get the game rolling in a new direction. 
Mikage, now insane, believed he was in control, and that he could win 
the game by replacing the Rose Bride with his own facsimile. 


What did Akio’s scheme accomplish? If there are a set number of 
duels to the duel named Revolution, Utena moved much closer to the 
end of the game. Akio watched Utena in action, several times, without 
seriously putting the Rose Bride in any kind of jeopardy. Throughout 
all of Mikage’s game, the Rose Bride never changes hands. Akio got 
to clean up some loose ends that plagued the Ohtori Academy for a 
while. No more Black Rose Circle and no more games “in secret.” 


What Akio does to Mikage is nothing compared to what he 
does to his “beloved” fiancée, Kanae. She is nothing to him but a 
pawn sacrificed on the duelling game. She does not even get a sword 
of another to help her. Instead, Akio uses Anthy to push Kanae into 
hatred, and then unleashes her on Utena simply to see how Utena, and 
Mikage, react. Once Kanae loses the duel, her usefulness to Akio ends. 


The Akio presented to Utena and the unaging Akio that hands 
out Rose Crest Rings are two different faces of the same being. He 
even abuses Utena through Anthy, bidding Anthy to be as close a 
friend to Utena as “Castor and Pollux,” no doubt for some future 
scheme in the Duelling Game. 
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worthy of her attentions. He wants her to love him like she loves her 
Big Brother. He wants to be her Prince. 


Unfortunately for Mitsuru, he is an elementary school kid, 
Nanami is a middle school girl, and never the twain shall meet. 
Mitsuru lives in a world of Romeo and Juliet, and Juliet is interested 
in someone else. Whenever he strives to be more than a servant to 
Nanami, she dismisses him. 


Mitsuru is tired of being a kid. He wants to be grown up. He 
wants to do fun grown up stuff. The world locks its joy from him 
because he is just some little kid. He refuses to wait. 


Mitsuru, frustrated, embarks on self-imposed study regime to 
learn about adulthood. He works through all media available to him. 
The answer must be in the books and films somewhere. What else 
are they good for? 


The answer is not in books, or in dusty libraries, or endless playing 
movie clips of couples gazing at each other in adoration. The answer, 
as Mari points out, is in doing. Mitsuru needs experience to become 
“grown up.” Mitsuru translates this into getting as much experience as 
possible in a very short amount of time — a doomed venture from the 
start. He tries to kiss Mari on the sly, but Mari slaps him. 


Mitsuru begs Nanami to consider him a “grown up.” Nanami 
quips that she likes him just the way he is. Mitsuru snaps and finds 
himself at the mercy of Mikage and the Circle of the Black Rose. 
Mikage convinces him that he needs to “Revolutionise the World” to 
become an adult. 


Nanami is unwilling to give her heart to anyone — including 
Mitsuru. He forcefully pulls them both out of her chest with heaving 
pain and leaves her limp in a chair in the movie screening room, 
illuminated by rotating clips of kisses. 


After Mitsuru pulls the twin swords from Nanami’s chest, eyes 
flat and dead, he stands across from Utena on the duelling platform. 
Mitsuru does not duel for the Power of Dios, the Rose Bride, or even 
the Power of Miracles. He wants only to defeat someone — anyone 
— so he can prove he is equal to the “adults” around him. He is 
convinced that, to become an adult, he has to defeat one and take his 
or her place. Utena believes he’s gone completely crazy. 


Utena’s swift victory is a mercy. Mitsuru never remembers 


the duel. 


Mitsuru never stops plotting to get Nanami to love him. He is 
an astute student of Nanami’s behaviour. He bore witness to all her 
plots and shenanigans. He watched her torture Anthy Himemya for 
her own amusement. He even follows her to India on the ill-fated 
spice-gathering trip. Along with recording Nanami’s misadventures, 
he carefully crafts strategies and schemes to get Nanami to love him. 
He writes these plots with their possible pro-Mitsuru outcomes into 
his diary. He names and numbers every one.

Kyoichi Saionji cowers 
in the dormitory room of a 
Middle School girl, living off 
her good will, allowing her to 
deceive herself and scheming 


for a way to get back into 
Ohtori Academy — while 
dreaming of Anthy Himemya. 


Kyoichi Saionji, ex-Vice President of the Student Council, ex- 
Head of the Kendo Team, ex-Kendo Champion was expelled from 
Ohtori Academy for breaching the rules of the Duelling Game. Not 
only did he kidnap the Rose Bride and bring her to the Arena when 
no duel was scheduled, but he also injured Touga. 


Once out on his own, Saionji found himself stumbling aimlessly 
through the town surrounding Ohtori Academy until good-hearted 
Wakaba rescued him. Although it is strictly against the rules to house 
strange people in the middle school dorms, Wakaba brought Saionji 
back and kept him in her room. 


Saionji took advantage of Wakaba’s good nature and moved in, 
all the time apologising for imposing on her and promising to move 
out as soon as he returned to school. Wakaba did not mind. Dreams 
of Saionji as her Prince clouded her vision. He would marry her and 
be with her forever. Saionji became possessive of Wakaba, demanding 
she return home to him at certain times, feed him, and keep him safe. 
Wakaba did all this and more, wanting nothing more than to please 
her Prince. 


The relationship between Wakaba and Saionji was never healthy. 
Wakaba knew that he would return to his own life as soon as he could, 
and forget all about her. Saionji knew he would return to a position of 
prominence and put this small embarrassment behind him. Wakaba 
wanted it to last as long as possible while Saionji dreamed of returning 
to “his” Anthy. Saionji tried to be on his best behaviour, and Wakaba 
pretended that their “relationship” would never end. Saionji offered 
Wakaba a wooden barrette, and for a moment, she felt happy. 


Souji Mikage tipped the balancing act of wants and needs. 
Mikage needed a Duellist to challenge Utena Tenjou for the Rose 
Bride, and Wakaba was his best opportunity. Mikage fed off Saionji’s 
natural greed, took the wooden barrette, and gave it to Anthy. In 
exchange, Saionji received a free pass back into Ohtori Academy.

The Ohtori Academy is an 
exclusive private school, teaching 
students from the earliest grades 
through High School.

and without the Rose Bride.

Before Utena came to the 
Academy, The Hall was filled with 
scientists, researchers and students all 
participating as duellists and devoted 
to the task of finding immortality. The 
early experiments were often fatal and 
it was not unusual to see coffins being 
wheeled through the corridors. When 
Akito determined that more blood 
needed to be spilled for him to grasp 
eternity, he had Mikage (also known 
as Professor Nemuro) set fire to the 
building — killing 100 duellists and 
himself in the process. The Hall was also 
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HEARTSPSIWORDS 


The Heart Sword is the manifestation of the 
soul of the victim. Those without swords to fight in 
the Duelling Arena during Soul Combat must draw 
them from the souls of someone else. As only those 
wearing the Rose Crest may wield swords to challenge 
for the Rose Bride, namely the Student Council, these 
other, unarmed combatants must extract the Souls of 
the Duellists and wield them in the physical forms 
of swords. 


The connection between wielder and victim is 
of pain, hatred, and suffering. The drawing of the 
Heart Sword is against the will of the victim and 
is an unpleasant experience that leaves the victim 
helpless, unconscious, and with a lingering feeling 
of being used. Some fight the taking of their Heart 
Swords so violently they scream and thrash as the 
sword is drawn. 


Once the sword returns to the breast of the — 


victim, the victim feels whole, although disoriented. 


The tethers of hated and suffering that bound the vf 


victim to the sword’s wielder snap with defeat. The 
victim feels a sort of strange relief, and the wielder — 


does not remember the source of pain. 


Heart Swords confer through the Transfer Attribute — a 
one-half (Skill / 2, rounded down) of any Melee Combat b | 
and Melee Defence Skills and any Combat Manoeuvres ue 
of the victim. Combat Manoeuvres, Melee Combat and _ 
Melee Defence bonuses stack with previously existing 
Skills and Attributes. Flavour, like knowledge of combat 4 
stance, basic manoeuvres and technique convey from the 


victim to the owner of the Heart Sword. For example, 
if the victim is an expert in a certain fencing technique, 


the owner of the Heart Sword can mimic that particular 


fencing technique in the Duelling Arena. 


Gy CICATED UES 


Souji Mikage was a relic of a previous Duelling 
Game. It ended without a winner; Souji Mikage 
murdered the other contestants for the Rose Bride 
before playing out the permutations of duels for a 
true winner. Everyone — including the souls of the 
100 dead Duellists — clung to Ohtori Academy until 
the game resolved itself, one way or another. Mikage 
never aged. He continued with experiments in hopes 
of “inventing” an answer to End of the World’s initial 
challenge while refusing to go to the Duelling Arena 
and take the Rose Bride. 


Mikage’s version of the Duelling Game took 
the form of scientific puzzles, because End of the 
World tailored the game to fit the one true Duellist: 
Mikage. The contests do not have to take that form. 
They can take any form that pleases End of the 
World, including a straight out slugfest to the very 
top, a contest designed for Utena Tenjou. Nemuro’s 
fight was then; Utena’s is now. 


The Nemuro Building was the foundation of 
one of the many different permutations the Duelling 
Contest can take. The rules of the game are fluid and 
controlled by the one ascending. The one ascending 
at that time was Nemuro -- but now his time is over. 


Even after Mikage throwing the original Duel, 
the Duels keep rolling on. End of the World simply 


started a new contest, presumably with new Duellists 
in a new permutation. Mikage stayed at Ohtori 
Academy, trapped in perpetual youth without any way — 
to escape the school. The Duels continued without 
him. He injected himself into Utena’s Duel because he — 


found a permutation of the Duelling game he could 


hijack and possibly win. A new version of a Duel 
means playing by new rules. If the new rules stipulate _ 
sword fights, every Duellist must fight with swords. 


Presumably, after Utena, win or lose, End of the 
World will simply restart the game with new players, 
a new pre-ordained champion, and a new set of rules. 
He will let that game run to its conclusion, and 
then restart it again until either the end of time, or ; 
someone bests End of the World at his own game. | 


At the very end, Mikage’s version of the game — ' 


is complete. He has played, and lost. He cannot 4 


possibly win. End of the World “graduates” Mikage 
from Ohtori Academy and sends him out into the 


“real” world. Once a Duellist leaves Ohtori Academy, — 


everything about him or her — names, places, friends, i 
relationships and history — all disappear from the 


Academy, including the minds of the Students. When 
Mikage graduates from Ohtori, all memory of Mikage, _ 


the 100 dead Duellists, and the Nemuro Building, pe , 


disappear. The Nemuro Building returns to rubble. 
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Mikage must be selective in his choice of 


candidates to fulfil his plan of generating fusion 
~ Duellists with the Student Council. Prospective new 
 duellists must meet two criteria: 


* He or she must have a personal hold on one 


; of the Student Council members or the Rose Bride 


herself. This personal hold does not need to be two- 


¢ ‘ way; the prospective Duellist may be obsessed with 


the Student Council member in question. 


¢ He or she must desire the heart of the Student 
Council member for themselves — to bolster their 
own self image or otherwise make themselves more 
than they are. 


Mikage rejects those who do not meet the criteria 


4 as “not having the path prepared before them.” 


Interviews take place in the elevator of the 
Nemuro Building. The prospective candidate 
approaches a desk and fills out the proper forms, 
then follow the signs to the elevator. Once in the 


elevator they sit and expose their deepest desires to 


Souji Mikage. 


The prospective Duellist crawls into their 
souls while the elevator descends. The sign overhead 
reflects their progress: the butterfly, to the cocoon, 
to the larva, to the leaf. As they go deeper, they find 
reasons to wrack themselves with hatred and misery: 
powerlessness, betrayal, uselessness, and feelings of 
manipulation. The more flowing pain, the more 


connections they feel to the heart of their desires. At 
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the end of the trip, all that remains is a shell of a person 
— ripe for the taking by Mikage and Mamiya. 


Once selected, Mikage opens the path for the 
Duellists to “Revolutionise the World” — his phrase 
for destroying the Rose Bride and replacing the core 
of the world with his own vision, Mamiya. Deep in 
the the Nemuro Building where the Black Rose grows, 
Mamiya stabs the new Duellist through the heart with 
the Black Rose. The Black Rose removes all feeling and 
replaces the Duellist’s heart with raw, undiluted hate. 


Mikage slips one of the Black Rose Crests from 
one of the 100 boys who died in the fire onto the 
Duellist’s hand instead of a real Rose Crest. No one 
without a Rose Crest may enter the Duelling Arena. 
These Crests work only once and each new Black Rose 
Duellist can only challenge the Engaged in a single 
engagement for the Rose Bride. 


Once the Interview is complete, the new Duellist 
acquires a weapon, either normally or through the 
heart of another. Black Rose Duellists may use 
physical swords, as do Student Council members but 
heart swords are more potent weapons. The Black 
Rose Duellist must take a sword from the soul of 
another, and that other must possess a Rose Crest and 
have an emotional connection to the intended victim. 
The connection may be one-way; the victim Duellist 
does not have to return love or lust. 


Once armed, bearing a Crest, and with a heart 
of flowers, the new Duellist is prepared to face Utena 
Tenjou for the Rose Bride. 


IHEIBUACKEROSEANDKIHCIBUACKIROSCREST 


The Student Council is not without its uses 
to Souji Mikage. In the previous duels, the Student 
Council members carried their physical swords 
into the duelling arena. Although the swords were 
enough to cut clothing and ultimately leave a wound 
in Touga’s shoulder, the physical weapons were 
inadequate to defeat Utena and thus move any of the 
Student Council along the path to the final duel. 


Souji Mikage conceives of a plan. He is well 
informed about the mechanics of the duels proscribed 
by the End of the World. On the platform, the 
combat is about the clash of souls and the test of will. 
Physical combat is left behind in Jury’s fencing arena 
and Saionji’s kendo hall. 


The swords strong enough to defeat Utena 


____ Tenjou are crystallised in the hearts of the Student 


Council. Despite this, all of the Student Council 
members have already fallen to Utena — clearly, 
they are weak duellists who should not grace 
the duelling arena with their tarnished presence. 
Few are strong enough to tap the power of their 
own hearts. Therefore, Mikage needs a fusion. 
He prefers to entrust the power of those hearts 
to others. 


Mikage requires duellists who have a hold on 
the souls of the Student Council members. Those 
chosen Duellists, now marked with the Black Rose 
Crest ring, will reach in and draw their swords directly 
from the hearts of their intended victims. With Heart 
Sword in hand, he or she challenges Utena Tenjou to 
a duel to win the Rose Bride — whom the Black Rose 
Duellists plan to murder.

BESM ano Revotutionary Girt Utena 


Use the guidelines below when building your own Revolutionary Girl Utena characters: 


* Use the Teenage Romance Skill costs chart from BESM. Skills cap at 3 Levels/Skill, although some 
characters are world-class in their abilities with the sword or the piano. 


* Revolutionary Girl Utena uses Energy Points for soul duelling and soul combat. Consequently, each 
rank in the Soul Stat costs 2 Points instead of only 1. 


* Many Utena characters are attractive, and thus the Attractive Attribute is not required. 


Cuaracters of Revotutionary Girt Utena 


The characters of Revolutionary Girl Utena cost between 10 and 50 Points depending on the age and 
experience of the character. The wide range reflects the range of life experience and acquired abilities. 
Some characters, like Nanami, are only 13 years old and relatively weak, thus they are built on few Points. 
Touga, however, is nearing adulthood and costs more Points. 


Only Attributes and Defects applicable to normal human characters can be bought with Points 
for Revolutionary Girl Utena. Attributes that unnaturally modify a character (Elasticity, Extra Arms, etc.) 
or confer magical powers onto the character (Dynamic Sorcery, Flight, Force Field, etc.) are not used in 
character creation. 


Use discretion when building a character. If the power does not fit into the atmosphere of Ohtori Academy 


or the duelling arena, it likely should not be used in creating a character for Revolutionary Girl Utena. 


Sout Combat anb THE Duet cor THE Rose Brive 


Soul combat attacks are Soul attacks — duellists roll against their Soul Stats to attack and defend, 
rather than Attack and Defence Combat Values. The damage from a Soul attack is equivalent to a physical 
attack. Damage, though, is applied to the character’s Energy Points instead of Health Points. When a 
character is reduced to zero or below Energy Points, the opposing character has removed the rose from 
the losing character’s breast and ends the duel. The victor now becomes engaged to the Rose Bride. Soul 
Combat is further explained in BESM Revolutionary Girl Utena Book #1. 


New Kenser Apitiries 


Kensei is described in detail on page 46 of BESM. 


Leap Attack 


The character can make leaping attacks with his or her melee weapon, delivering additional damage 
due.to momentum. Any time the character has a higher Initiative than his or her opponent, he or she 
may attempt a leaping attack. If the strike is successful (it hits and the target fails a defence) the character 
gets an extra +5 bonus to damage and may additionally add his or her Acrobatics Skill Level (if any) to 
the damage. If the character fails to hit, however, or the opponent succeeds with his or her defence, the 
character is off balance and receives a -2 penalty to any further defence checks until his or her turn to act 
in the following round. 


Licutnine Rertexes 


The character reacts quickly in combat and frequently outmanoeuvres opponents. Each time this 
technique is selected, the character gains +5 to all his or her Initiative rolls.

Tue Sout of Dios (20 Points) 


During a duel for the Rose Bride, the Soul of 
Dios may descend from the Castle Where Eternity 
Dwells and possess one character. 


The Soul of Dios temporarily transfers the 
listed Attributes onto the possessed character. 
It cannot be permanently owned by any one 
character. The possession only happens during a 
duel, and ends the moment the duel ends. The Soul 
of Dios cannot be used for any purpose other than 
to end a duel. Its transferred Attributes may only 
be used in soul combat.
